
Year’s Assessment — 

IT WAS A VERY GOOD YEAR 


Year 1974 was a year of expansion , improvement and updating at IS RM CO. 


The Word Processing Unit streamlined into full operation. 

The PT-OT Physical and Occupational Therapy 
Technician School received accreditation, trained 
some 37 students and helped two of them earn 
Associate of Arts degrees. 

A new Adolescent Clinic and a Cardiac Catheterization 
Laboratory were opened; Pharmacy Service was so 
updated that it, too, held a ribbon-cutting. 

Central Appointments moved to refurbished quarters and 
modernized the handling of appointments; Civilian 
Personnel also expanded their quarters and initiated 
movements toward upward mobility by offering 
medical terminology and basic supervisor develop- 
ment courses; Women-in-Action helped emphasize in- 
training and cross-training programs, and held 
Women’s Day for the first time. 

Greater emphasis was also placed on Understanding 
Personal Worth and Racial Dignity. Six instructors 
were given special training, and some 77 per cent of 
our staff, excluding interns and “C” School students 
but including civilians, completed the UPWARD 
course. A civilian affirmative action plan was in- 
stituted early in the year and an affirmative action 
plan for the military has now been published. 

The Apache Project (which weekly flew in patients from 
the Apache reservation for ear care) continued 
throughout the year, and our health care concern 
extended to Columbia, Haiti and Ethiopia. 


Some 247 trees and 45 shrubs were planted and a plan of 
hospital beautification was adopted. 

The consolidation of our Public Works Service into a 
regional office went smoothly and for the year 1974 we 
were able to avoid a RIF. We took care of most of our 
cutbacks through attrition. 

An on-base graduate program (Master’s Degree in 
Business Administration from Southern Illinois 
University) was expanded, and Alameda College, 
Merritt College and DeAnza College cooperated in 
offering academic programs on-base. 

Several of our own were singled out for local and national 
honors, such as the Silver Fawn top scouting award 
and Outstanding Young Man of America award. We 
also continued having a high percentage of reenlist- 
ments, good conduct awards and Navy Achievement 
awards, not overlooking our CO’s Legion of Merit 
award. Our NPRL department continued to keep us in 
the patent limelight. 

We were visited by several national dignitaries, including 
the Surgeon General, Vice Admiral D. L. Custis, MC, 
USN, and CAPT Albert J. Schwab, Chief of the Medical 
Service Corps. 

Our sports program continued effective with wins First in 
touch football, billiards, bowling, golf, swimming and 
diving, and a tie for basketball — all giving us runnerup 
title for the 12ND Commandant’s cup for 73-74. 


Officer housing was completed and 30 staff families 
moved on-base. 
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Work began on air conditioning of the main hospital; some 
unsightly buildings were removed from the grounds; 
additional parking spaces were added. 


We survived a Change of Command; although we lost a 
fine commanding officer, a very beloved former friend 
came aboard to assume command. 

Community friends made the Holiday season bright and 
cheery. 


Yes, it was a very good year; we'll remember it well.

A Time for Reflection 


During his lifetime he was both praised and condemned. Today, 
more than six years after his death, the memory of this man is 
still controversial. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., born on January 15, 
1929, still stands out as a major figure in the continuing evolution 
of civil rights as a constitutional issue of the highest national priority 
The anniversary of his birth will be observed throughout the 
country this month, presenting all Americans with an opportunity 
for reflection. His life was spent in service and dedication to an 
overriding cause: fighting with dignity for recognition of the rights 
of black people within the constitutional framework. 

He was not a violent man, yet his life was frequently marked by 
violent confrontation. Often arrested and jailed, he withstood the 
jeers of white hatred and the derision of black militants. His own 
words serve best to summarize his philosophy: “We will not resort 
to violence. We will not degrade ourselves with hatred. Love will be 
returned for hate.” 

His courage was an example not only to Americans but to the 
world. The Nobel Peace Prize recognized his cause and his quest. 
Yet, this man who preached, practiced and was acclaimed for 
non-violence became ihe target of an early, violent death. 

The irony should not be lost on us. The art of human relations is 
no easy task in our complex world. There is no greater challenge 
han to seek goals of peace, love and understanding through pa- 
ience and persistent determination, refusing the cop-out of 
violence and hatred. 

The words inscribed on our National Archives building entrance 
state that “The Past is Prologue." So, too, there are lessons for the 
uture to be learned from the life of this man whose birth we cele- 
jrate on January 15. Let us not turn our backs on the distance we 
have traveled, nor ignore the challenge of the miles that lie ahead.

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Affirmative Action Plan Adoped 
For Military And Civilian Personnel 


Last year an assessment' of the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
program at Naval Regional 
Medical Center was made, and in 
August of 1974 an Affirmative 
Action Plan which encompassed 
all civilians was promulgated. 
Certain objectives and respon- 
sibilities were set out. That plan is 
now being reviewed, according to 
CMMI 713.2-8 on an annual basis. 

On Dec. 31, 1974, a NRMC in- 
struction was affirmed for military- 
personnel; and certain time 
frames were adopted,* each 
keeping the primary mission in 
mind, i.e., that quality patient care 
be delivered in an atmosphere of 
full equality ( NRMCOAKINST 
5350.3). Goals in the effective 
utilization of human and physical 
resources include equal treatment 
of all personnel regardless of age, 
race, color, religion, sex or 
national origin.

nancies. 

RADM Robert Baker, Ctyef of 
the OB & GYN Service, states that 
with use of the Corometrics medi- 
cal system doctors and nurses 
will now be able to “observe” fetal 
heart beats of expectant mothers. 
There will be ability to note 
standards and variabilities of the 
beat, tell contractual patterns of 
the uterus and judge the intensity 
and duration of labor pains. The 
doctor can be made aware of any 
foreboding or ominous warnings 
which might alert to action. The 
techniques provide memory 
display and the Alert stations can 
recall the last eight minutes of 
tracings. 

To further explain the system, if 
a mother is to be Lamaze delivered 
(which principally means that she 
has been prepared for the child 
birth with an understanding of the 
fetal processes), she may be in one 

. . . maybe you’re right.”

room with the father permitted to 
be present. There she is attached to 
a “reading” machine which spans 
distances to the monitoring units or 
read-out stations at the nurse’s 
desk 

A baseline Alert may be given 
when the fetal heart rate exceeds 
or goes below a baseline standard 
There are early late, late late, 
tonus Alerts and other signals 
which are known to the physician 
or nurse. A deceleration signal of 
24 beats may have a certain 
meaning, or 16 beats can mean 
something else to the watcher or 
monitor. If the heart rate should 
drop a beat for 24 seconds, an Alert 
is called. 

Many safety checks are built into 
the machine, and ideally all 
parameters are checked for 
verification of certain signals at 
beginning operation. Also, there is 
a test mode where Alert can test 
itself. For, in the words of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, “. . . . God forbid 
that any member of the profession 
to which she (the expectant 
mother) trust her life, doubly 
precious at that eventful period, 
should hazard it negligently, 
unadvisedly or selfishly!”

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CONTROLLED THINKING 

Marcus Aurelius, the great stoic philosopher, said, “The happiness of 
your life depends upon the quality of your thoughts, therefore, guard 
them accordingly.” Aurelius is pointing to the importances of our 
thoughts, for he knew that what and how a person thinks will determine 
to a great degree what he is. Thus, the writer of Proverbs (23:7) is right 
when he says of man, “For as he thinks in his heart, so is he.” 

Thinking, then shapes our personalities and influences our actions; 
therefore, it is important that we handle our thinking right. There are 
those who argue that it is impossible to be in control of our thinking; they 
say that we have no control over what thoughts come to the threshold of 
our minds. In a sense they are right, but we are responsible for the 
thoughts we welcome, nourish and encourage. We are also responsible 
for the situations in which we place ourselves that may contribute to the 
breakdown of our minds. Our thoughts need to be mastered and con- 
trolled less they master and control us. It is our right and duty to be the 
best possible self we can be; therefore, we need to fix our minds upon the 
highest and best. 

Paul, in his letter to the Philippian church, offers the following 
suggestion, “Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there is any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these 
things.” (4:8)

More than $300 million in retroactive allowance checks is being paid to 
veteran students using the G.I. Bill. The new law retroactively increases 
benefits in a range from 18.2 to 22.7 per cent, depending on the program. 

New rates were 
reflected in the VA checks issued after Jan. l, 1975.

Q — Do husbands and widowers of 
female veterans have the same 
eligibility for Veterans Ad- 
ministration benefits as wives and 
widows of male veterans? 

A— Yes. For purposes of VA 
benefits, the term “wife” includes 
husbands of female veterans and 
“widow” includes widowers of 
female veterans. (PL 92-540, Oct. 
1972.) 

Q — I am the widow of a World 
War II veteran who died as a result 
of a Service-connected injury 
before using his GI home loan 
entitlement. I have not remarried. 
Am I eligible for this Veterans 
Administration benefit? 

A— Yes. If they are not currently 
married, widows of veterans of 
World War II and later periods who 
died of Service-connected causes, 
as well as wives of Service men 
missing in action or prisoners of 
war for more than 90 days, are 
eligible for this benefit. 



Il — My GI Bill allowance from 
the Veterans Administration is two 
weeks late. What should I do? 

A— If there’s a Vet Rep (VA 
representative) on your campus, 
check with him. Otherwise, write 
to the VA regional office which has 
your claim file, giving your name, 
claim number and address. 

Q— What should I do before I 
move next month to make sure I 
get my Veterans Administration 
pension checks at my new ad- 
dress? 

A— Notify the VA regional office 
where your records are filed, 
giving your name, claim number 
and old address. You also should 
notify your post office. 


Q — How can I get a job with the 
Veterans Administration similar to 
the one I had in a medical 
laboratory before discharge from 
Service? 

A— Suggest you contact the 
personnel office or nearest VA 
hospital for information on em- 
ployment opportunities at the 
agency’s hospitals and clinics. You 
may qualify for a Veterans 
Readjustment Act Appointment. If 
you do, it would eliminate much of 
the paper work connected with 
Civil Service appointments. 

Q — I’m eligible for a GI loan, and 
wonder if the Veterans. Ad- 
ministration will guarantee a loan 
for both a mobile home and land to 
place it on? 

A— Yes. The maximum guaranty 
for mobile homes is $10,000. But if 
the loan includes site acquisition, it 
can be increased to $17,500.

The reduction from 9.5 to 9 per 
cent in the maximum allowable 
interest rates on GI and FHA home 
loans could mean as much as $9.90 
per month savings to the average 
veteran home buyer, according to 
the Veterans Administration.

Annuitants and sur- 
vivors need not write or call the 
Commission for information, since 
adjustments for those affected will 
be made automatically. 

—The minimum monthly an- 
nuity for a Federal retiree will be 
no less than the minimum Social 
Security benefit payable to a 
worker retiring on or after age 65. 
As of June, this will be $93.80 per 
month. The minimum Civil Service 
annuity rate will be changed to 
reflect any future changes in the 
Social Security minimum. 

—Whatever Social Security 
minimum is currently in effect will 
apply to retired Federal em- 
ployees, to surviving widows and 
widowers, and to children. A child

—Also effective Aug. 1, the new 
law increases by $20 per month the 
annuity payable to a former em- 
ployee based on separation from 
the service before Oct. 20, 1969 
(Note: This will include deferred 
annuities for employees who were 
separated before Oct. 20, 1969, but 
who will not become eligible for a 
deferred annuity to a widow or 
widower (not to child), payable on 
the death of an employee; or an- 
nuitant separated before Oct. 20, 
1969, will be increased by $11 per 
month, effective Aug. 1. 

—The annuity, as increased by 
the additional $20 or $11 per month 
is the rate that will be compared 
with the minimum Social Security 
benefit to determine whether an 
additional increase is needed to 
make the annuity equal to the 
Social Security minimum.

In the summer o( 1969, just 
as tf*e astronauts were return- 
ng to earth alter the lirst moon 
landing, another group ol ad- 
venturers began their crossing 
ol the Atlantic Ocean on a ship 
made ol papyrus reeds.

The 
lamous explorer Thor Heyer- 
dahl, in a 1971 National Geo- 
graphic article, indicated what 
had been on his mind when he 
decided on the trip: 

“Is it coincidence that 


sail a reed boat Irom Africa 
to the New World to llnd 
out II ancient man could 
have done the same." 

Heyerdahl remembered 
seeing pictures ol reed boats In 
use on Lake Chad in Africa. 
He therefore travelled to the 
young West African nation ol 
Chad and made contact with 
three boat builders. 
Finally on May 25, 1969, the 
ship, christened the Ra after 
the chief god ol the Ancient 
Egyptians, set sail from Safi, 
Morrocco, on its important 
scientific journey. Eventually 
a storm tore away part ol 


Heyerdahl was not satisfied. 
He wanted to complete the 
journey and remove all doubt. 
He set about planning to 
build Re II. 
On May 17, 1970 Ra II set 
sail carrying primarily the same 

crew. 

There were anxious moments 
on this second trip. 
But on July 12 they 
sailed triumphantly into the bay 
at Bridgetown, Barbados. 
Ra II had proved beyond 
a doubt that it would have been 
possible tor Africans to have 
reached America In ancient 
times.

Excerpts from Prayer Breakfast address by l)r. Rolf W . Steyn 

"Men are often afraid to rock the boat in which they hope to drift safely through life's currents, 
when actually the boat is stuck on a sandbar " If it ever dawns on them that they are stuck on 
the sandbar, they will make you believe with a serious face that they got stuck because of thick 
fog. treacherous currents, strong tides, bad maps, bad luck, bad advice or, in insurance 
language, an Act of God Hardly ever will you hear that they got stuck on the sandbar because of 
their want of navigational skill, or the failure in their judgment 

The issue is how does the man get his boat off the sandbar and get moving 0 Prayer 0 Prayer 
is deceptively simple in a way Praying is relating to the Eternal But this relating to the Eternal 
is also at least as intricate as navigation, and if he prays as badly as he navigates he will remain 
stuck on the sandbar 

A prayer in the form of a petition for a miracle might be all right for a novice, a beginner, but it 
is demeaning to envision the Eternal Giver of life and light as a storekeeper who fills requisitions 
for miracles or material An offer of a deal in exchange, like "Get me off the sandbar and I will 
stop my favorite vice" seems equally infantile 

A prayer of Thanksgiving sounds offhand ridiculous, but is not as absurd as it sounds The man 
has a few things for which to be thankful A life experience. an opportunity to learn 
from past mistakes how to avoid future sandbars when he gets off this one, he is still alive— 
with his deplorable navigational skills he could easily have drifted a sea. capsized and drowned 
Further, he has a challenging opportunity to do something worthwhile he can rock the 
boat to try to shake it loose, he can throw ballast overboard; or he can jump in the water and 
swim for the shore, or he can survive fishing and build a mast with a flag to attract rescuers, and 
wait while enjoying a rare period of serenity, peace and quiet 

Prayer is relating to the Eternal — an 1-Thou relationship In prayer one ought to start with 
some awareness of the self 

This self-awareness leads to a serene humbleness with a feeling of freedom and courage 

"The truth shall make you free " This awareness of one's inner hidden realities are basic to 
prayer 

To come back to the man stuck on the sandbar Before he does anything else, he must recognize 
and acknowledge that he is indeed stuck on the sandbar As long as he deludes himself, as he kids 
himself that he is afloat when in fact he is stuck, there is no hope for him Not even prayer— what 
can he pray for 0 

Finally, how do we evaluate the effectiveness of prayer in this age of accountability and cost 
effectiveness Quoting from George Meredith, He who rises from his worship a better man. his 
prayer is answered ' "

Recruit Figures High 

The four Armed Services 
achieved 101 per cent of the All 
Volunteer Force objective for the 
first half of FY 1975, recruiting 
246,000 men and women of the 
243,600 projected figure. 

When compared to the first half 
of FY 1974, total recruits for the 
same period numbered 41,000 more 
or 20 per cent above the 204,800 
men and women recruited in the 
first half of last year. 

The caliber of first-time enlistees 
was also high: 92 percent were in 
average or above average mental 
categories, 66 per cent were high 
school graduates. 

Women accounted for 9 per cent 
of new enlistees, with 1,800 
enlisting in December and 20,500 
during the first half of FY 1975. 

Black enlistments accounted for 
16 per cent of the December input, 
the fourth consecutive month that 
the proportion of black enlistments 
declined.

SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN Gl BILL 
BENEFITS AIDS VETERANS 


In 1865. President Abraham Lincoln urged Con- 
gress "to care for him who shall have borne the bat- 
tle. and for his widow , and for his orphan." With 
that ideal as their motto and goal, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration (VA) has provided medical care, loans, 
disability compensation and numerous other ser- 
vices and benefits to veterans and their families for 
nearly 45 years. 

Late in 1974. the President signed into law several 
bills substantially increasing veterans' benefits and 
changing some eligibility requirements for certain 
veterans' programs. The new laws gave the VA ad- 
ditional tools with which to aid service men and 
women who served since World War II. 

Some mqjor changes arc outlined here: 

Under the new laws, more than four million veter- 
ans. whose Gl loans have been fully paid, are poten- 
tially eligible for new home loans guaranteed by VA 
For another four and one-half million veterans w ho 
have loans outstanding, new loans will be possible 
when their current loans are paid and the homes dis- 
posed of. 

The relaxing of eligibility requirements was possi- 
ble because of the continued good credit record set 
by veteran borrowers, according to the V A adminis- 
trator. 

Other provisions designed to make Gl home loans 
more attractive to both lenders and borrowers arc 

An increase from $12,500 to $17,500 in the max- 
imum portion of a G I loan which the V A can guaran- 
tee. 

Loans to purchuse lots on which to place mobile 
homes already owned by veterans 

An increase to $12,500 in the amount available to 
purchase single-width mobile homes; double-widths 
to $20,000 

Maximum grant to certain disabled veterans in 
need of special housing was increased from $17,500 
to $25,000 


Under the new legislation. 60.000 potentially dig 
ible veterans will be able to gel automotive grants of 


S3, 300 versus S2.800 for automobiles and special 
driving equipment. There is also a provision for 
driver training programs at various V A hospitals, re- 
gional offices and other medical facilities to teach 
disabled veterans how to operate special adaptive 
equipment installed in their cars 

A new educational benefits law increased entitle- 
ments to 1.2 million Vietnam era veterans On 
January I. a single veteran pursuing full-time institu- 
tional training began receiving S270 monthly versus 
$220; a veteran with one dependent received S32I 
versus $261. and a veteran with two dependents re- 
ceived $336 versus $298. 

The increase was retroactive to Sept. 1 . 1974. for 
veterans who had been pursuing full-time institu- 
tional training continuously since that date. Rebate 
checks are being mailed to those eligible just as 
quickly as possible according to the VA. 

Besides increased direct educational benefits, the 
law contains other important provisions 

It authorized $600 in loans to each veteran per 
academic year. 

Up to nine months additional entitlement for cer- 
tain veterans pursuing standard undergraduate de- 
gree programs 

Increased tutorial assistance to $60 monthly ver- 
sus $50; provided a maximum benefit of $270 for 12 
months versus $450 for nine months as was previ- 
ously the case. 

Increased the number of hours a veteran may 
work per semester and not lose any benefits. 

Another new law provided a 12 per cent increase 
in the monthly V A checks to 2.3 million veterans and 
survivors. The increase applied to pensions to vete- 
rans who became disabled from non-service con- 
nected causes and to widows and children In- 
creased also were payments to dependent parents ol 
veterans who died or were totally disabled from ser- 
vice connected causes 

The new law s provide for increases in practically 
every major area making it fiscally realistic and 
compatible with today’s economic needs 


What kind of a government 
people believe us to be may be 
judged by that voice on the other 
end of the line.

Specific Leave Changes 
Noted for Civil Service 


Public Law 93-181 authorized 
several significant changes in 
administration of annual leave for 
Civil Service employes. Key 
features of the new law are as 
follows: 

— Newly hired employes who 
previously could not use annual 
leave during the first 90 days of 
employment may now do so, 
provided their appointment is for a 
continuous period of more than 90 
days. 

—Employes are entitled to 
payment when leaving the federal 
service for all annual leave to their 
credit at the time of separation. 
For this purpose, accumulated 
annual leave consists of the carry- 
over balance from the preceding 
leave year, plus accrued and 
unused leave from the current 
leave year, plus any unused 


restored leave maintained in a 
separate account in accordance 
with Public Law 93-181. 

—Employes who lost annual 
leave through administrative error 
may have that leave recredited to 
a special account. This provision of 
the new law is retroactive to June 
1960. 

—Previously employes could 
arrange for share insurance up to 
one leave year into another than 
their annual ceiling— normally 30 
days. The new policy provides that 
previously scheduled leave (sched- 
uled at least three day periods 
before the end of the leave year) 
which was forfeited because of a 
work emergency of major 
significance or a lengthy absence 
due to illness can be carried over in 
a separate leave account.

WE DIG WHERE FOR 
WAREHOUSE

Piles of din, gravel, ditches, holes 
bigger than djtches, pipe, "No En- 
trance” signs, big Caterpillars, men in 
hard hats ! 

Nearly everybody knows there is 
much a-building; but rumors of what 
have been running riot. Are they 
going to bulldoze the CPO Mess 
(Open)? What’s going to be where? 
Why are they tearing this or that 
down? What’s going up over there? 

This is a starter for answering some 
of.the whyfor and w herefor questions. 

The activity going on behind the 
CPO and Enlisted clubs definitely is 
to be a 35,000 square foot warehouse 
for the region. The contract aw ard of 
the $1.12 million storage is going for- 
ward already by Stevenson Pacific, 
Inc., of Redwood City; and the esti- 
mated completion date is September 
1975. At such time as completed the 
heavy traffic at the rear of the hospi- 
tal will be eased considerably. 

Although rumors have fed on 
rumor, a final decision has not yet 
been made concerning location of the 
two clubs which will become parking 
and turnaround area for the 
warehouse It seems that the idea of 
putting three clubs together within the 
Officers’ Mess (Closed) has been 
abandoned. For one thing, lack of 
adequate parking exists already at 





that club. Nor was it generally feasi- 
ble that the petty officers and enlisted 
men use the Treasure Island or 
Alameda clubs. A third alternative is 
to build a new building, but that is 
presently outside the foreseeable fi- 
nancial budget. 

A fourth consideration seems to 
have some credence. Estimates have 
been gathered on what it will cost to 
move the two present clubs to a loca- 
tion between buildings 75 and 77 
(which is the PT/OT School and the 
Day Care Center). That may yet be 
the solution, but at present there is no 
firm plan. 

And as for the new entrance to the 
complex to be located off of Keller 
Avenue, visible progress is being 
made on construction of a divided 
roadway where buildings 60 and 61 
formerly were. The present access 
road will not be closed, but for many 
years there has been a need for a di- 
rect approach to the hospital itself 
from a direct freeway exit. Keller 
Avenue will provide that. Already the 
East Bay Municipal Utilities District 
has begun moving its waterlines. Ac- 
cording to LT Fred Dew\ the Assis- 
tant Resident Officer in Charge of 
Construction, the new approach may 
be open by August or September of 
this year. It should greatly ease prob- 
lems of ingress and egress during rush 
hours. 

But as for the completion date on 
the major installation of ait condition- 
ing, being performed by the Scott 
Company of California, do not dis- 
card the hand fan Aunt Lizzie loaned, 
and do not belittle the little 12-inch 
blade antique you may have. Spring 
1976 will likely be well on its demise 
before you can expect cool breezes to 
be forthcoming out of the central sys- 
tem. 

So this summer and until then, just 
"cool it” about keeping cool.

‘Reduce by 15 Per Cent’ Or Else 


You think your utility bills are 
high! How- would you like to pay the 
bill for 3.500 housing units? That’s 
what Public Works Center must face 
each month. The whopper of a 
headache it faces includes energy for 
housing facilities at Hamilton Air 
Force Base. Treasure Island, Naval 
Air Station Alameda, the Oakland 
Army Base and our own Medical 
Center. 

The Naval Facility Engineering 
Command at Hawaii, which indirectly 
has overall supervision of military 
housing, recently surveyed the in- 
creased prices. It determined that 
under the present rate unless some- 
thing drastic is done to cut back, 
military housing will face a cut in 
maintenance and upkeep in order to 
make the budget balance. Therefore, 
the directive read. "Reduce consump- 
tion by 15 percent.” 

The plight giving rise to the 
urgency is simply that the United 
States receives 40 per cent of its 


natural gas from Canada. The price of 
28 cents per 1,000 cubic feet has dou- 
bled. For the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company’s western area that meant 
an increase of some $122 million for 
consumers. 

To make people aware of the con- 
tinuing need to cut back, Mrs. June 
Johnson of the Public Works Center 
spoke to the officers’ wives at their 
monthly luncheon. She urged con- 
tinued conservation, and stressed that 
there is an adequate supply only if 
there is a continued reduction in con- 
sumption. 

Mrs. Johnson says that a thermo- 
stat setting five degrees lower than 
normal usage can bring about a 25 per 
cent savings of energy. Maybe flip- 
ping off a light or wearing a sweater 
at home and in the office might go 
farther than we realize in beating the 
energy crunch. Every little bit helps. 
Mathematically, one more added to 
3,500 makes 3.501 .

Overseas Base Cuts Likely 

The DOD announced it is taking action to close or realign 17 U.S. bases 
overseas. Specific locations will be identified after consultations with host gov- 
ernments. Some 4,000 positions will be affected. 

Gas Price Differential Expected 

Gas prices could go down at some Navy Exchange service stations and up at 
others under a new Federal Energy Administration order regulating facilities in 
the U.S.. Puerto Rico and Guam. The new rule sets the price at three cents a 
gallon below the average price in the surrounding community. 

Woman to Head Candidate School 

For the first time in its 24 years, the Navy’s Officer Candidate School at 
Newport. R.I., will be headed by a woman. CDR Lucille R. Kuhn, a 26-year 
veteran, will relieve CAPT Julian C. Patrick July 1. She will be promoted to 
Captain upon receipt of command. 

New Law Assures Credit for Women 

Under a new Federal law, the Equal Credit Opportunity Act, women may 
no longer be denied credit simply because they are women. As of Oct. 28. 
1975, when the law becomes effective, sex discrimination will be banned in the 
granting of credit. Working women who handle their income wisely and who 
need — or want — credit can now be assured that an application for credit will be 
judged on individual merits. 

Federal Salaries Now Subject to Garnishment 

The garnishing of government employees’ salaries for nonpayment of child 
support and alimony is now law. The new provision is part of the social ser- 
vices law and applies to government and military retirees also.

Safety 

Warning, You 
Can Get Stuck 
On Yourself 

During the past few months adhe- 
sives made from a chemical called 
“cyanoacrylate" have become avail- 
able that can instantly stick anything 
to anything — including you to you. 

One drop can bond fingers together 
or anything else with which it comes 
into contact. 

If you do get stuck, a gentle rolling 
motion to break the adhesive gradu- 
ally from the edges will generally not 
result in any damage to tissue. 

No solvent is available to cut the 
substance once it dries. In case of an 
accident involving contact with the 
material, the best procedure is to re- 
move the contaminated clothing and 
flush skin or eyes immediately with 
plenty of water. Remove adhesive 
from skin with wet paper towels. 
Hold eyelids open and flush eyes with 
plenty of water. 

The important thing is speed. You 
may have as little as two seconds to 
decide whether you want to be stuck 
on yourself. If you do get stuck, go to 
your medical facility immediately.

Bill Would Curtail Separations for Minor Misconduct 

A bill has been introduced into the House of Representatives that will make 
it much more difficult to separate military personnel for minor misconduct and 
unsuitability. 

Phase-out of Commissary Funding Proposed by President 

After Oct. 1. 1976. the entire cost of operating commissary stores will be 
borne by the customers. The Navy estimates prices will increase by five per 
cent during the first year of transition, then an additional nine per cent begin- 
ning Oct. 1. 1976. A price comparison survey released by the Navy Resale 
System Office showed Navy shoppers saved an average of 22 per cent over re- 
tail costs by shopping at Navy commissaries.

APACHE PROJECT 



It has been almost two years since 
the “Apache Project" was begun by 
the Department of Otolaryngology 
and Maxillofacial Surgery. It was at 
that time that Naval Regional Medi- 
cal Center received an inquiry from 
the Service Unit Director and medi- 
cal officer of the Fort Apache Indian 
Reservation inquiring as to the possi- 
bility for otological support for their 
Otitis Media Program. Otitis means 
any disease of the middle ear from a 
simple earache to a very serious mas- 
toiditis which can involve brain abs- 
cess. 

Otitis media has always been a 
serious health problem among In- 
dians and. in the last decade, has re- 
placed tuberculosis as the major re- 
portable health problem. The extreme 
prevalence of the disease with ac- 
companying demands for prolonged 
treatment, curative and restorative 
surgery and rehabilitation created a 
work load that was impossible to 
meet out of regular program re- 
sources. Congress had appropriated 
additional funds especially for an 
otitis media program. The Phoenix 
Indian Hospital was unable to care 
for the large backlog of cases on the 
seven reservations in the area since 
only one otolaryngologist was on the 
staff.

Since inception of the project two 
to three patients weekly have been 
flown from Whiteriver, Ariz., to Oak- 
land International Airport where 
NRMC transportation and an ear, 
nose, and throat technician meets 
them for the trip to the hospital where 
they are admitted and subsequently 
have the necessary surgery per- 
formed. Initial trips were made with a 
single engine plane requiring seven to 
eight hours flight time and it soon be- 
came apparant that motion sickness 
would be one of the chief disadvan- 
tages of such a program. Subsequent 
flights have utilized a twin prop jet 
Mitsubishi plane flying round trip 
each Tuesday. 

Once a month an otolaryngology 
medical officer flies to Whiteriver 
where he conducts a three to five day 
clinic. In addition to the surgical 
cases which have been operated on at 
Oakland a large number of medical 
cases of otitis have been treated and 
discharged from care in the White- 
river Clinic. 


Public Health Service General Prac- 
titioners stationed at the Whiteriver 
Hospital. As soon as practicable after 
his assignment, each physician is sent 
to Oakland for one week for observa- 
tion of ear surgery and instruction in 
postoperative care of the patient so 
that he will be familiar with handling 
ear disease on the reservation. This 
mini-residency in Otolaryngology has 
been praised by Public Health Ser- 
vice as one of the fringe benefits of 
the program. 

A very real part of this heartwarm- 
ing project, and something that has 
contributed immensely to its success 
is the part played by the Naval Hos- 
pital Officers' Wives' Club in provid- 
ing tours of the Bay Area. Mrs. 
C athy Bartee has coordinated this 
tremendous and vital portion of the 
project since its inception. She and 
her nucleus of volunteer drivers de- 
serve a fervent "thank you" for their 
contributions. Every Wednesday af-

pseudo-charitable efforts that culmi- 
nated in incomplete or futile efforts 
with no resulting benefit that this re- 
sponse was not unexpected. As the 
otitis media project stretched from 
weeks into months and finally into 
years the response of personnel, as 
well as residents of the reservation, 
was one of total acceptance, warmth 
and real appreciation for the efforts 
being made in their behalf. A total of 
2.850 clinic visits were made at 
Whiteriver. A total of 196 patients 
have been flown to Oakland for a 
total number of 231 surgical proce- 
dures. Some patients have had two 
and occasionally even three opera- 
tions. Surgery has varied from a sim- 
ple adanotonsillectomy to the most 
complicated tympanoplastic and tym- 
panomastoid procedures. 

Our medical officers have examined 
a total of 709 patients in the White- 
ri\er Clinic or one out of every ten 
residents of the reservation. There 
are only 172 patients being followed 
actively at this time.

Taxpayers selling their home 
may be able to defer the entirt 
tax on the profit from the sale 
according to the Internal Reve 
nue Service. 

To gain this tax benefit, tax- 
payers must buy and occupy an- 
other principal residence within 
one year before — or one \eax 
after — the sale of the old house 
Additional time is allowed if (1) 
you construct a new residence or 
(2) you were on active duty in the 
U.S. Armed Forces. 


ruuuwmg enactment ot a net? 
tax bill recently signed into lav 
by the President. Semcememben 
once again have four years to re 
invest the profits earned from th< 
sale ol a home. A technicality 
reduced the lime period to on< 
year in June. 1973. but the new 
law reinstates the four veai 
period, retroactive to June 30, 
1973. for Servicemembers. 

In addition, the cost of the new 
home must equal or exceed the 
"adjusted sales price” of the old 
house. In general, the adjusted 
sales price is t he sale price minus 
selling expenses. 

A portion of the profit may he 
postponed under certain circum- 
stances. The tax on the gain is 
merely postponed, not forgiven 
Any profit not taxed in the year 
of the sale of the old residence is 
subtracted from the cost of the 
new one. This means that amount 
will be taken into account when 
the house is sold again. How- 
ever. taxpayers still can take ad- 
vantage of this tax-postponemenr 
feature of the law for subsequent 
home sales.

Use of Non-Participating Doctors May Be Costly 


In a recent appearance before a Senate appropriations sub-committee Mr Vernon McKenzie P-Lc 
Deputy Assistant of Defense for Health and Environment was asked. "Why is it that while the I^K 
tains specific cost-sharing provisions many CHAMPUS beneficiaries do pay more than thej 
specified by C HAMPUS. Is it because they used a non-participating provider'’ 

What is meant by "participating providers"? Participation in (HAMPUS means the ph 
other health care professional providing the care agrees to accept.' as full payment of his c 
patient's and the Government's shares of the reasonable fee as determined by the ( HAMPUS 
ficc. This agreement is made by the provider of care when he signs the statement to that effc. 
claim form and in effect becomes the claimant. 

For a provider of care, such as a physician, participation is entirely voluntary If he decline, ^ 
pate and the beneficiary still wishes to obtain medical services from him. then the beneficiary *agC 
sponsible for any additional amount charged by the provider of care above the amount alloS 
( HAMPUS. The beneficiary then may fill out and submit his or her own claim and CHAMPUS*#, 
the Government's share of the reasonable fee for authorized services to the beneficiary . 

The "reasonable fee" for a non-institutional provider of medical care is the lowestof the following; 1 

• The provider's usual and customary charge. , 

• The prevailing fee charged by the minority of providers for the same service in the same gtogijL 
area, or 

• The amount paid by the paying office to providers of care under similar circumstances in m 
CHAMPUS medical insurance business. 

The beneficiary must realize that if he or she chooses a non-participating provider he docs sod 
risk

The alert was sounded that a plane 
was CONUS bound with several 
hundred Vietnamese orphans. The ini- 
tial desire was to find a facility that 
could keep all of the children at one 
place. An impossibility for Naval Re- 
gional Medical Center’s capacity. Di- 
rections were given, however, that a 
quick survey be made of how many ot 
the babies we could keep if the 
emergency arose and we were called 
upon. It was determined that we could 
care for an excess of 100 babies. Plans 
even went so far that the gymnasium 
floor was swabbed, measurements 
taken for the placing of beds and ballet 
lessons and sports were cancelled. 


llie hundred plus children did not 
arrive, but 10 of the most acutely ill 
babies from the Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco were brought immediately to our 
Pediatrics Ward. Six infants came in 
with the first group and four at a later 
time. Suffering from dehydration and 
malnutrition after the hurried 8.000 
mile trip, all but one baby were quickly 
given intravenous feedings (IVs). 
Some of the infants were even put on 
the heart monitors. Within 24 hours the 
limp bodies began to respond. 

Within 4 days two of the babies were 
airborne on their way to France; two 
were sent to waiting foster parents in 
Colorado. It is not known where three 
of the babies went, but it is presumed 
that adoptive parents were waiting. 

Three of the orphans from Operation 
Babylift are still with us. They are 
Gi-Gi, Fi-Fi and Jason All have 
needed just a bit of extra caution before 
release. 

The little orphan tabbed by a number 
as GG-3, and estimated to be about 2 
months old. has become a little person- 
ality who trys to talk back. She has 
fondly been given the name Gi-Gi. 

Little FF-13’s dermatitis is healing, 
but her hands are still bandaged to keep 
her from scratching and causing irrita- 
tion. Fi-Fi, as she is called, has man- 
ifest decided appreciation for the for- 
mula and rocking given her. She, too. 
is about 2 months old. 

Jason shows that he is all boy in 
temperament if that can be judged by 
his lack of attention to a doll but re- 
sponse to a red wagon. It is guessed 
that he is about 8 months old. He soon 
caught on to the pleasure of being 
picked up and cuddled in a nurse’s or 
corpsman’s arms. He has learned to 
patty-cake, and when he grins he dis- 
plays four teeth. Jason’s cold has ling- 
ered persistently and diarrhea has not 
cleared, so he is still with us. 

Although the Pediatrics Ward atten- 
dants are becoming extremely fond of 
the three, it is to be remembered that 
the sole role of NRMCO is to provide 
intermediary health care only until we 
are no longer needed. Our role is not to 
care for the wee ones on a permanent 
basis, so since ten came to us, it is our 
goal to send ten away much improved 
in health just as quickly as they may go 
safely. 



Don’t send a boy to ao a man’s 
work, send a woman,’’ is just part of 
the reality of women’s place in the 
work force hierarchy.

The 
goal of our effort is to help raise the 
international consciousness of the 
need to promote equality and to 
change traditional attitudes. 

Slowly, in the face of statistics, 
some of those attitudes are being 
changed. As an example, recent legis- 
lation has at last gained for woman 
some credit credibility in her own 
right, so that mortgage loans may be 
made available to a woman having 
good credit. 

As women gear for a climax of 
their international year by celebration 
of Federal Women s Week in August." 
surely even man himselt will rise to 
put down the putdown of the female 
that historically has persisted to this 
year 1975. 

Women ask. "Would man sacrifice 
a rib to create something so vastly in- 
ferior?”

Persons enrolled in catch-up training programs to complete a high school 
education will not have the payments charged against their basic GI Bill enti- 
tlement. A veteran enrolled in the program full time receives $270 monthly. 

Two-year Enlistments End 

New minimum terms of enlistment for the Army and the Marine Corps will be 3 
>ears, while a minimum regular enlistment in the Navy will be for 4 years active 
service. Air Force’s minimum tour continues to be 4 years.

+ + Chaplain’s Corner + + 

In our own day one particular problem about faith overrules all other problems. It is this: 
That faith itself has become a problem, to a greater or lesser extent, for a considerable number 
of men. 

Something becomes a problem for the human mind when it ceases to be something about 
which we say. “It goes without saying," or “It stands to reason." 

The moment when something becomes a problem, when something is questioned, is impor- 
tant in the development of the life of the human spirit. It is a crisis through which the naive, 
the impersonal, the unreflecting consciousness must pass in order to attain to personal reflec- 
tion and personal insight. Nearly all our thoughts, views and convictions are at first received 
from the milieu in which we begin our existence in a sort of anonymous way. It is only later 
that we begin to question things. That Santa Claus brings Christmas presents from the North 
Pole is part of the natural milieu of the child. It offers no particular problem to his mind; it is 
not more a problem to him than that daily intervention of good and bad spirits is a problem to 
the minds of primitive people. 

The fact that when we open our eyes, our gaze encounters things themselves raises no 
problem for those who have never come in contact with philosophy. And it is not unlikely that 
if such persons were to attend a philosophical convention and hear those learned men dis- 
coursing endlessly about the problem of the immediate perception of objects and declaring the 
question to be a thorny one. they would come to think of the convention as an asylum for the 
weakminded. They would no doubt remark, “Is anything more ‘natural,’ more evident,’ 
more ‘obvious,’ than that our eyes perceive objects themselves?" 

The same thing happens to most of the views and convictions that have found a home in 
human minds. They blossom forth into problems from the moment when they lose their 
characteristic of “everydayness, ’’ of"being "unquestionable," and as Gabriel Marcel would 
express it, of being "quite natural." Thus, the questioning of the unquestionable manifests 
itself in the form of a crisis which may turn out well or unfavorably according to the care that 
is given. It is. in fact, a sort of crisis of growth and maturation that opens the way to a fuller 
personality and insight, to a more living possession of the truth and a truer freedom.

If a single case of smallpox were re- 
ported on a ward, the public would 
react vigorously if the case were not 
immediately isolated. Yet in an aver- 
age community, thousands of cases of 
venereal disease create no public out- 
cry. Babies become victims of the dis- 
ease; many are born blind or 
deformed — with a disease for which 
there is a complete cure. 

No one knowingly lets himself be- 
come insane, blind or deaf if he knows 
how to prevent it. Why should a person 
not use the means available to gain in- 
formation to protect himself against 
this epidemic onslaught? 

April is VD awareness month. With 
27,765 gonorrhea cases reported in the 
State of California to April 5. 1975, 
dare anyone surmise how many cases 
are not reported? Now VD has 
emerged from the shadows to the atten- 
tion of all citizens. 

It would appear "the pill” and sex- 
ual revolution are here to stay; the in- 
crease of VD on the list of communic 
able diseases is not surprising. 

At the first sign of a suspicious 
chancre or lesion, a burning sensation, 
a discharge, check with your private 
physician or military care center. 

Involvement of young people in 
health education and other preventive 
programs is part of the solution. 

Veneral disease is no sin to 
have; but VD is a sin to spread! 
And that’s fact, not moral 
judgment.

Additional Guidelines Announced 
Concerning CHAM PUS Operation 


The Department of Defense an- 
nounced today additional guide- 
lines governing the operation of 
the Civilian Health and Medical 
Program of the Uniformed Serv- 
ices (CHAM PUS). 

The new guidelines are effec- 
tive as to services and supplies 
obtained by CHAM PUS bene- 
ficiaries on and after February 
28, 1975. 

Under the changes in the 
CHAMPUS Basic Program, cov- 
erage no longer will be provided 
for: 

• Devices, such as arch sup- 
ports, which convert ordi- 
nary shoes to orthopedic- 
shoes. 

• Megavitamin and orthomo- 
lecular therapy in psychiatry. 

• Services of pastoral counse- 
lors, family and child coun- 
selors, and marital coun- 
selors. 

• All services and supplies de- 
termined to be not medically 
necessary for the diagnosis 
or treatment, of an illness, in- 
jury, or bodily malfunction. 
Exceptions will be made for 
Christian Science and family 
planning. 

• Supplies and services for 
which the patient, his estate, 
or responsible family member 
has no legal obligation to pay 
or for which no charge would 
be made if the patient was 
not eligible for C FI AM PUS. 

• Services and supplies for 
"treatment" of obesity when 
obesity is the sole or major 
condition being treated 

• All reconstructive surgical- 
procedures which are justi- 
fied solely on a psychiatric- 
need. 

In addition, coverage of operant 
psychological conditioning devices 
for enuresis will be limited to a 
supply purchase at a reasonable 
cost and the payment for profes- 


sional guidance on their use 
be limited to physicians Purch* 
will be covered only upon cert* 
cation by a physician that all pi 
siblc organic causes have bet- 
ruled out.

Hypertension 0 What is a symptom? 

High blood pressure is a principal 
signal It is estimated that between 20 
and 30 million Americans have elevated 
blood pressure, although they may not 
recognize it. 

With pressure in the arteries high, the 
heart must pump harder; it eventually 
enlarges and weakens. The kidneys be- 
come unable to function effectively be- 
cause of reduced blood flow. Left un- 
controlled. high blood pressure kills 
about 150.000 Americans each year and 
cnpples thousands more. Currently, it 
is the major disease suffered by this 
country's black population, but the dis-

The 
patient may be asked to return at pre- 
scribed intervals for followup, in which 
case the history and recommendations 
are retneved. reviewed, new physicals 
are performed and treatment is con- 
tinued.

Tuberculin Testing 
Program Scheduled 

There is an Alabama case history 
which aptly demonstrates the problems 
that can be caused when an employee 
fails to have a tuberculin test or return 
for a reading. A nurse supervisor there 
had a chest X-ray in February, and it 
was negative, but apparently she picked 
up an organism in July and active tuber- 
culosis was not recognized until late 
September. Consequently, some 528 
babies that had been born in the hospital 
had to be followed up and given the 
Mantoux skin test. Had a more effec- 
tive tuberculosis control program been 
in operation for the hospital personnel 
perhaps the followup hassle in locating 
the exposed infants could have been 
avoided. A nurse or corpsman too eas- 
ily can be a convertor without knowing 
it. 

Administration of the annual PPD 
skin test to all military, civil service and 
Navy Exchange employees will be 
given in accordance with the schedule 
below, between the hours of 8 a.m. and 
4 p.m. at Staff Sick Call. This testing 
program is mandatory for all active duty 
personnel and is available on an op- 
tional basis for all other personnel. All 
personnel who receive the skin test will 
have to return within 48 to 72 hours to 
have the results read. Personnel who 
have previously had a positive PPD. as 
recorded in their health record, will be 
required to obtain a 14 x 17 chest X-ray 
instead of a PPD skin test at this time.

Mussel Quarantine 
Warning Issued 

Mussels found in California coastal 
waters are under quarantine from May 
1 st to October 3 1 st to protect the popu- 
lation from the highly toxic poison 
found in shellfish during these months. 
The entire coast of California, includ- 
ing San Francisco Bay and all other 
bays, inlets and harbors are included. 
The greatest hazard is from mussels, 
there is also a lesser hazard from 
clams. Only the white meat of clams 
should be eaten, then only from areas 
free of sewage contamination; they 
must be thoroughly cleaned and 
washed before cooking. 

The poison, fatal to man, is a 
neurotoxin found in mussels, clams 
and oysters. There is no danger from 
abalone, crab or shrimp. 

Mussels found in other parts of the 
world, such as the Philippines, can be 
eaten safely the year round. 'Conse- 
quently many persons, especially from 
the Philippines, residing in California 
are unaware of the toxic condition of 
mussels between May and November. 

Symptoms of poisoning progress 
from tingling and numbness of the lips, 
tongue and fingertips which leads to 
lack of coordination and balance, slur- 
red speech, and finally ascending 
paralysis. There is no known antidote;

She attended 
Chaplain’s School at Newport, R I., 
for 10 weeks and trained for 12 weeks in 
the Clinical School of Pastoral Care at 
Bethesda, Md. Now she is ready to 
“Go Navy.” and serve with the Chap- 
lains’ Corps where best it can use her.

THE SACRED TWENTY, of which Navy personnel have heard so much over 
the years, reported for duty at Washington, D C., in 1908, wearing the high- 
necked, tight-waisted dresses which “dusted the deck." Skirts were long 
and wide — five-gored if the nurse wasslim and seven if stout. Ester Voorhees 
Hasson (center front) was the first superintendent of the Navy Nurse Corps. 
She was succeeded by Lenah Higbee (at her left) who was the first woman in 
the service to have a combat ship (USS HIGBEE) named for her. 


The Navy Nurse Corps' 
67th Anniversary 



The qualifications, duties and hopes of those first 20 nurses very 
closely resemble those of 1975: 

"She must possess ... the cheerful disposition that accepts the ups 
and downs incidental to changes of station: that adapts' itself easily to 
new environment; that accepts the undesirable detail without com- 
plaints and confidently looks forward to the better luck that will surely 
come next time; ... the quiet dignity of bearing which alone can com- 
mand respect from the apprentices or male nurses whom she must 
instruct. The ability to get on with others will also be a very valuable 
adjunct . . . and (one) who can reduce to a minimum the friction always 
incidental to a change in the old order of things will be the most 
valuable woman for naval work. In other words, dignity, self-control 
and courtesy are the keynotes to the situation. . . . 

One of the principal duties of the woman nurse in the Navy will be the 
bedside instruction of the hospital apprentices in the practical essentials 
of nursing. When treatments, baths or medications come due it is not 
expected or desired that she will always give these herself, but it will be 
her duty to see that the apprentice attached to the ward carry out the 
orders property and intelligently. . . . 

Undoubtedly the future status of the Navy Nurse Corps will rest largely 
in the hands of its members and especially is this true of the first nurses 
... Future women will accept the standards set by us now without 
question; if it be high, they will rise to it: if it be low they will with equal 
facility drop to its level 

We nurses who come into the nursing service of the Navy during this 
first year of its existence are the pioneers, and it rests with us to make the 
traditions and to set the pace for those who are to follow.

May 13 marks the anniversary of the 
Navy Nurse Corps, created by a con- 
gressional bill signed by President Taft 
in 1908. 

The 20 original Navy nurses who re- 
ported for indoctrination and duty 
were neitherofficers nor enlisted; their 
salary was $40 a month. 

By 19 18, their salary had risen to $60 
monthly, and in 1942, to $90. Their 
ranks numbered from 500 to 1 .400 dur- 
ing World War I, with an unbelievable 
peak at 11,086 during World War II. 
stationed around the world at 40 hospi- 
tals, 176 dispensaries, six hospital 
corps schools, aboard 12 hospital 
ships, and in the air evacuation of war 
casualties. The nurses finally received 
full military rank in 1944. with the di- 
rector of the Nurse Corps selected as 
the first female Navy Captain. 

During the Korean conflict the 
nurses numbered to over 3,000, with 
duty including three hospital ships. It 
was during this era that the 8-week in- 
doctrination was moved to St. Albans. 
Long Island, N. Y. Seven years later 
the “boot camp” for Navy nurses was 
established at its present location at 
Newport, R. I. 

Today, our 2,500 Navy nurses pro- 
vide comprehensive nursing care and 
patient teaching to military families the 
world over. They give Navy corpsmen 
constant on-the-job training, which 
makes them competent, knowledge- 
able specialists. 

The last 10 years have seen major 
changes in the Navy Nurse Corps, in- 
cluding the commissioning of our first 
male Navy nurse in August 1965, 
promotion of our first female to Ad- 
miral in 1972, the addition of nurse 
practitioner programs for Navy nurses 
in OB/GYN and Pediatrics. Uniforms 
have been modified to include duty 


whites with pants for female nurses, 
and most recently, two nurses have 
been assigned to administrative and 
executive positions. 

In 1975. so very, very proudly we 
hail the Nurse Corps of the United 
States Navy.

Active duty military, dependents of 
active duty military, retired military 
and dependents of retired military per- 
sonnel who are between the ages of 18 
and 65 years and are in good health are 
eligible. Generally, donors should 
weigh at least 1 10 pounds and should 
not have received an immunization in- 
jection 24 hours prior to donation. Per- 
sonnel who have had viral hepatitis or 
malaria are not eligible, but those who 
have been in a malaria endemic area 
are eligible 3 years following departure 
from the area. At the time of donation a 
more detailed medical history and brief 
physical will be taken which may result 
m rejection, but the examining physi- 
cian will make the final decision as to 
the acceptability of a donor. 

If you have any questions regarding 
eligibility, you may call ext. 2329 for in- 
formation.

DEPARTING ADMIRAL PROVIDES 
INSPIRATION FOR ENLISTED 



RADM Robert Baker will detach 
May 27, 1975, to become Commanding 
Officer of NRMC, Philadelphia. 

Admiral Baker assumed the rank of 
Rear Admiral and was frocked on Aug. 
6, 1973, and was the first selection to 
flag rank of an obstetric-gynecologist 
specialist on active duty among all the 
Armed Forces. On Aug. 30, 1973, he 
reported here to become our first clini- 
cal admiral. He has an illustrious back- 
ground. 

Admiral Baker entered the Naval 
service in February 1943, at the age of 
17, as an apprentice seaman in the 
Naval Reserve. Upon completion of 
high school in Mountain Home, Ark., 
and while in his first semester at Hen- 
drix College, he was ordered to active 
duty in June of 1943, in a V-12 Unit at 
Louisiana Polytechnic Institute as a 
premedical student. 

Two years later he received a 
Bachelor of Science degree with hon- 
ors. He was assigned to the laboratory 
at the Naval Hospital, Jacksonville, 
Fla., in research when World War II 
ended. He then entered the University 
of Arkansas School of Medicine and 
graduated with highest honors in 1949. 

He again entered into active naval 
service as a medical intern at Tripier 
General Hospital, Hawaii. Following 
his internship he began a residency in 
Obstetrics and Gynecology at Naval 
Hospital, Oakland. He became a Fel- 
low of the American College of OB- 
GYN in 1956, and was certified by the 


American Board of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology in 1958. He has served as 
Assistant Chief, Obstetrics and 
Gynecology at the U.S. Naval Hospi- 
tal, Guam; Naval Hospital, Great 
Lakes, 111., and Naval Hospital. Camp 
Lejeune, N ,.C. 

From July of 1961 he has served as 
Chief of Obstetrics and Gynecology at 
Naval Hospitals Camp Lejeune, 
N. C., Pensacola, Fla., and Ports- 
mouth, Va., the latter being the largest 
OB-GYN teaching service of all fed- 
eral hospitals. 

During these clinical years. Dr. 
Baker was very active in research and 
medical education. He personally deli- 
vered over 8,000 babies and performed 
countless surgical operations. David 
Paul Coustan (born March 18. 1975). 
son of LCDR and Mrs. Donald R 
Coustan. has the rare honor of being, 
to our knowledge, the first physician's 
baby ever to be delivered by a Rear 
Admiral. He was the Executive Officer 
and Director of Professional Services 
of the Naval Hospital, Great 
Lakes, 111., prior to his coming here. 
His position here has been Chairman. 
Department of OB-GYN and Director 
of Graduate Training. 

Since his arrival he has directed the 
installation of an advanced-design 
computerized perinatal surveillance 
system.

“As the last withdrawal of Americans from Vietnam takes 
place, it is my special responsibility to address to you, the men 
and women of our Armed Forces, a few words of appreciation 
on behalf of the American people.

“For many of you, the tragedy of Southeast Asia is more than 
a distant and abstract event. You have fought there; you have 
lost comrades there; you have suffered there. In this hour of 
pain and reflection you may feel that your eflorts and sacrifices 
have gone for naught. 


“That is not the case. When the passions have muted and the 
history is written, Americans will recall that their Armed Forces 
served them well. Under circumstances more difficult than ever 
before faced by our military services, you accomplished the 
mission assigned to you by higher authority. In combat you were 
victorious and you left the field with honor. 


“Though you have done all that was asked of you, it will be 
stated that the war itself was futile. In some sense, such may 
be said of any national effort that ultimately fails. Yet our 
involvement was not purposeless. It was intended to assist a 
small nation to preserve its independence in the face of external 
attack and to provide at least a reasonable chance to survive. 
That Vietnam succumbed to powerful external forces vitiates 
neither the explicit purpose behind our involvement — nor the 
impulse of generosity toward those under attack that has 
long infused American policy.

have plenty of water procured that it 
may not be necessary to send for it 
during the hurry of business. 

The loblolly boy should fill a small 
washtub with sand to receive the 
blood during any operation, to pre- 
vent the deck of the cockpit from 
being stained. 

The Surgeon’s Mate is to give out to 
the loblolly boy all such liquors and 
comforts as are prescribed for the 
sick. He is on no account to commit 
the dressing of ulcers and wounds to 
the loblolly boy.” 

There are no available records indi- 
cating exactly when the loblolly boy 
ceased to be an entity in the naval ser- 
vice. It is an established fact, how- 
ever. that the loblolly boy became a 
surgeon's steward by evolutionary 
process. 

The Hospital Corps of the U.S. Navy 
came into existence as an organized en- 
tity of the Medical Department. It was 
the fruition of a century long struggle to 
establish the non-commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Medical Department on a 
sound footing, and the beginning of a 
new era of progress that has culmi- 
nated in outstanding medical service 
for Navy and Marine Corps personnel. 


Today the Hospital Corpsmen serve 
around the world in Navy hos- 
pitals, Fleet Marine Forces and 
ships, often on duty independent of a 
medical officer, thus bearing the full 
responsibility for medical care of their 
shipmates, maintaining the health of 
the Navy, rendering first aid, and car- 
ing for the sick with a competence that 
has earned them the respect of all. 
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The Hospital Corps as an organized 
jnit of the Medical Department of the 
Navy did not actually exist as an en- 
tity until created by Act of Congress 
approved June 17. 1898. at the onset 
of the Spanish-American War. The 
activities of the first loblolly boys, 
however, antedate the establishment 
of the Hospital Corps by more than a 
century. 

John Wall enjoyed the distinction of 
being the Navy's first enlisted hospi- 
tal corpsman of record. He apparently 
was shipped for the specific duties of a 
loblolly boy, and obtained his initial 
experience in caring for the wounded 
aboard the frigate CONSTELLA- 
TION in her \ictorious encounter 
with a French frigate during the unde- 
clared war against France in 1799. 

The Rules and Regulations of the 
Naval Service, of 1818. outlines the 
duties of the loblolly boy as follow s: 

"The surgeon should send the lob- 
lolly boy fore and aft the gun and 
berth decks with a small bell to give 
notice to those who are slightly indis- 
posed and those with ulcers to attend 
him at the mainmast, where he should 
have his table and prescription books. 

The table to receive the wounded, if 
there be much sea, should be locked to 
the deck. The loblolly boy should

(NAV-News) — A new, toll-free tele- 
phone number, 800-368-1 180. is now in 
operation for persons wishing to con- 
tact the Inter-agency Indochina Task 
Force. Task force operators will take 
calls from persons interested in spon- 
soring a Vietnamese family or provid- 
ing other assistance. 

Persons who have previously filed or 
mailed affidavits of support, or who 
have notified their local Immigration 
and Naturalization Service of their wil- 
lingness to sponsor a family, are ad- 
vised to repeat this information to an 
operator at the toll-free number. 

Individuals wishing to make cash 
contributions may send donat\ons to 
their local chapter of the American 
Red Cross, marked “for Assistance to 
Refugees from Indochina." 

The task force has received hun- 
dreds of calls from persons seeking in- 
formation on the whereabouts of rela- 
tives and friends believed to have been 
evacuated from Indochina. Because of 
the number of evacuees involved and 
their widely scattered locations, it has 
not been possible to devise an accept- 
able locator system.

Jute, 
and 3-year-old Emily will say " Sayo- 
n;ira' and depart this command to take 
the wheel of NRMC Yokosuka. Japan. 
A command he has proved himself quite 
capable of assuming. 


During his administration here he re- 
designed and reorganized a primary 
care clinic into a productive and effi- 
cient unit which thwarted a serious 
health care crisis created by the 
military-wide physician shortage. As a 
result of his planning, a Cardiac 
Catheterization Laboratory was estab- 
lished at the Medical Center. Under his 
efforts, the residency billet capacity 
was increased by 33 per cent; and resi- 
dents under his preceptorship enjoyed 
an 85 per cent passing grade when tak- 
ing the internal medicine specialty ex- 
aminations. 

CAPT Gorsuch entered the Navy in 
1954. and his ascent in his military 
career closely parallels that of a former 
Oaknollite. CAPT George M. Davis. 
Both served as former Chiefs of 
Medicine here; CAPT Davis left in 
1962 to assume command of the 
Yokosuka hospital, and now that com- 
mand w ill receive another CO from this 
facility. 

A second Captain will be leaving 
NRMC. Oakland, who has given much 
to this hospital and who has shown ad- 
ministrative growth over a span of two 
tours of duty here. 

CAPT Edwin B. Miller and Mrs. Mil- 
ler depan this base on June 30 to take 
command of Naval Hospital. Lemoore. 
CAPT Miller w ill become the first Med- 
ical Service Corps officer to assume 
command of a hospital. 

For him the climb to Commanding 
Officer has meant a ladder with many 
rungs to scale. He enlisted in the U.S. 
Navy as an Apprentice Seaman in Sep- 
tember 1939. Then came Basic Hospital 

Corps School. Aviation Medicine 
Technique School. As a Pharmacist 
Mate he was under hostile fire in the

Battle of Midway. World War 1 1 . and as 
Chief Pharmacist Mate he paiticipated 
in the assault and occupation of 
Okinawa. Many assignments and ex- 
periences span to 1950 when as an En- 
sign he became a Medical Administra- 
tive Assistant. 

CAPf Miller's first assignment here 
was as Assistant Personnel Officer in 
1952. Thereafter followed another tour 
of sea duty. He graduated from the 
Naval School of Health Care Administ- 
ration. Bethesda. Md.. in 1956. When 
serving as Administrative Assistant at 
the station hospital. Submarine Base. 
New London. Conn., that hospital be- 
came the first of its type to be fully 
accredited by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals. That duty 


Naval Regional Medical Center does 
not have a great demand put on Navy 
Relief, but it is there for those one or 
two persons a week w ho have that need. 

The national Naval Relief Society 
load is tremendously heavy. A total of 
S6.9 million was lent in direct relief 
loans and educational loans in 1974. In 
1974 total receipts were $8. 954. 342. yet 
disbursements and operating expenses 
exceeded receipts by S 1 .739.7 1 3.09. 
w hich simply meant that the deficit had 
to come from reserve funds which 
should have remained inviolate. 

This facility alone cannot put the Soc- 
iety back in the black; but together w ith 
Navy and Marine donors across the 
country, we can continue to say. "The 
Navy and Marine Corps take care of 
their own." 

The drive for funds has been ex- 
tended until July 2 and key persons have 
been appointed from each Service. If.

Our own headline might have read TEN DISASTER V ICTIMS TREATED HERE! 
Fortunately, there was no disaster, onlv the simulation of one. 

1 he w hole scenario, nicknamed BROKEN OA K was developed with the objective 
ol imparting as much realism as possible to an Alameda C ounty Alert I and II Disaster 
Medical Response PI. in. carried out June 14 Fight hospitals in Alameda ( ounty were 
involved It was the first lull scale area test with simulated casualties 



THE U S NAVY TO THE RESCUE at 
the simulated plane disaster drill on 
June 14 , 

The supposition which threw the exer- 
cise into action is that an aircraft, w ith 142 
passengers and a crew of eight, skids off 
the runway on an emergency landing at 
Oakland International Airport Fire ig- 
nites. Immediately the manned airport 
crash rescue squad, tire, police, hospitals, 
ambulances and Red Cross services re- 
spond Security and environmental 
hazards must be protected; details are 
planned down to the use of telephones and 
the County MEDNET Radio system 
Treatment facilities are not established at 
the crash site. All casualties are moved 
through triage and then directly to the area 
hospitals. Ten casualties are brought to 
NRMC. Oakland. 

Under BROKEN OAK. the PMT 
School provided 13 corpsmen and staff. 
LT Robert Newquist was the Officer in 
C harge, two surgeons were part of the 
triage team Our ambulances arrived at 
the airport within 15 minutes of the disas- 
ter. At the scene, 50 of the injured were 
self-evacuated, but 30 had to be physically 
removed from the plane. From time of 
alert . it took our 0( )D only 10 minutes, to 
be in readiness to activate a mass casualty 
drill for the wounded in our outpatient 
area. 

At least two common evaluative state- 
ments can be made by the 20 groups who 
participated in the disaster drill. It is a 
good thing to be prepared. It is a better 
thing when the disaster is simply a play 
like' BROKEN BOW operation.

While a number of studies hav e indi- 
cated a higher incidence of myocardial 
infarction in coffee drinkers as com- 
pared to non-coffee drinkers, the best 
studies demonstrate that this associa- 
tion is due to heavier cigarette smoking 
in the coffee drinkers There is no evi- 
dence that coffee itself increases the 
risk of heart disease. The casual reader 
might interpret the filler to mean that 
coffee contributes to the development 
of heart disease. 

Since most of the habits enjoyed b\ 
western man have already been assailed 
as bad tor one's health, there is no need 
to add coffee to the list w ithout justifica- 
tion.

THE SIX POINT TEST

1 he Radiology Service is located on the second floor of 
building MX), and includes diagnostic radiology, ultrasound, 
nuclear medicine, radiation therapy, radiation health and pro- 
tection. I he Radiology Service is one of four Navy teaching 
facilities offering training in diagnostic roentgenology and is 
approved by the Residency Review Committee of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and the American Board of Radiol- 
ogy- 

The Radiology Service is headed by CAPT M. Nieves, 
MC , USN. CAPT Nieves assumed his present position in 
August 1972 after having served as Assistant Chief of Radiol- 
ogy, NRMC, San Diego. He is a diplomate of the American 
Board of Radiology. 

At present, there are seven staff radiologists and eight resi- 
dents in diagnostic radiology. The residency training program 
consists of 30 months of diagnostic radiology, 4 months of 
nuclear medicine and 2 months of electives. Additional 
specialized diagnostic training is provided at the Armed 
Forces Institute of Pathology and the National Naval Medical 
Center, Bethesda. The Service is also affiliated for training 
with the University of California, Medical Center, San Fran- 
cisco, and Children’s Hospital. Oakland. 

There are 23 radiology technologists in diagnostic radiology. 
Administration is headed by LT J. J. Bielawski, MSC. USN. 
Five general service hospital corpsmen and seven civilian 
employees complete the staffing picture. 

The reception desk is the focal point for all patients report- 
ing to the radiology suite. For the statistically inclined, an 
average of 200 to 250 patients are seen daily. The film exposure 
count is approximately 320.000 exposures per year. 

All appointments for radiographic procedures are made in 
radiology rather than through the central appointment desk. 
Upper gastrointestinal, gall bladder studies, barium swallow 
studies and small bowel studies are routinely performed on 
Monday. Wednesday and Friday in the morning. Barium 
enema studies are made on Tuesday and Thursday mornings. 

Patient waiting time varies, depending on the volume of 
pending examinations, types of exams and the complexity of 
examinations. Patients receiving intravenous pyelograms, 
fluorographic studies, tomography and so forth take much 
longer to examine than patients receiving chest X rays or 
views of extremities.

FILE ROOM 

The Radiology Service file room is manned by three civilian 
clerks who assist in checking out film or obtaining the results of 
examinations. An additional employee manages the flow and 
disposition of all copies of radiographic reports. The file room 
supervisor is the person to contact when film is required from 
other medical facilities or when film is to be forwarded to any 
other medical facility or clinic. 

All X-ray jackets are color coded and filed by terminal digit 
social security number, in the same manner as health records 
and outpatient jackets in the Outpatient Service. Check-out 
forms are maintained on all jackets checked out. 

Typed radiographic results are now usually available w ithin 
48 hours or less, exclusive of weekends and holidays. 


READING ROOM 

The reading room is composed of six reading stations, one of 
which is reserved for “stat" and “wet” readings, to provide 
immediate interpretation of radiographic examinations. Addi-

tional view ing stations are located in special procedures, in the 
conference room, and at other strategic areas within the 
radiology suite. Staff physicians are encouraged to confer w ith 
the radiologists by telephone or to visit the reading room w hen 
discussing individual cases. 


ROOM No. 2 

The princeps neurological unit is frequently referred to as 
the “head unit.” Pneumoencephalograms, ventriculograms 
and all eye. ear, nose and throat (EENT) examinations are 
done on this equipment. A motor driven encephalographic 
chair extends into a table and has 360 degree somersault rota- 
tion. A special feature of the unit is its rotating "L" arm with 
the rotating X-ray tube support, which permits X rays to be 
taken from various oblique angles while the patient is sitting 
immobile in a single position. 

Although it takes longer to train technicians to operate this 
unit than to learn the intricacies of a less sophisticated unit, 
most of the technicians have now been schooled in its opera- 
tion, and the results of examinations have been excellent. 


ROOM No. 3 

Room No. 3 has a CGR Futuralix 90 remote control 
fluoroscopic and radiographic multi-purpose system in opera- 
tion. Additionally, all tomography is done in this room. It 
features a 90/90 degree table tilt with a four-w ay floating table 
top. Automatic collimation is another of the modern acces- 
sories that is part of the unit. 

This room is used primarily for fluoroscopic examinations in 
the mornings. 1 omography is done in the afternoons after the 
consulting doctor has discussed specific cases with a staff 
radiologist.

ROOM No. 4 

Room No. 4 is the latest examination room to receive new 
equipment. The CCiR phototimed radiographic and fluoros- 
copic unit has a floating four-way table top with a 20 to 90 
degree table tilt capabilities. 1 his is one of three fluoroscopic 
rooms that have full radiographic as well as fluoroscopic 
tacil it it s . Fluoro studies can be relayed on v ideo tape or stored 
on kinescopic film.

XERORADIOGRAPHY 

Xeroradiography is a relatively new addition (acquired in 
1972) to the diagnostic modalities available at this medical 
center. Xeroradiography, in its basic concept, uses the tech- 
nology of the Xerox office copier to process X-ray images on 
paper. Since the mid 1960’s, xeroradiography has been relied 
upon more and more as a diagnostic tool in identifying breast 
abnormalities. It has also been used successfully in soft tissue 
examinations in other areas of the body, especially the ex- 
tremities. and in trauma. 


SPECIAL PROCEDURES 

Cerebral, abdominal and peripheral angiograms are accom- 
plished in the Special Procedures suite. In addition, lympha- 
ngiograms are done. All studies use water or oil base radiopa- 
que contrast media. 

The unit has simultaneous biplane capabilities and has a 
1300 miliamperage. 150 kilo voltage peak (KVP) constant po- 
tential generator. Two Schonander rapid Him changers ac- 
commodate up to six exposures per second. A medrad flow- 
rate injector is utilized to inject a maximum of IOOcc. at 1000 
p.s.i. A 105 mm. camera is attached, which takes from one to 
12 frames (exposures) per second when examining question- 
able areas of blood vessels. 

Angiography is quite helpful in diagnosing tumors, identify- 
ing vascular malformations, vascular insufficiencies, upper 
and lower gastrointestinal bleeding sites and in studying vascu- 
lar injury in acute trauma.

All special procedures are scheduled after the consulting 
doctor discusses individual cases with the radiologist in 
charge. 

The special procedures room is staffed by a group of 
radiologic technologists who have had intensive training and 
experience in the special techniques of angiography and other 
special procedures. Radiology residents rotate through the 
special procedures for several months under the direct super- 
vision of a staff radiologist. 

ULTRASOUND 

The ultrasound laboratory, one of the Radiology Service's 
newest additions, is located in the radiation therapy area of this 
service. Utilizing a very high frequency sound wave, diagnos- 
tic ultrasound differs from the conventional imaging known to 
medicine in that it can differentiate soft tissue densities. 
Whereas radiology can see a lesion on a radiograph, ul- 
trasound can localize it within the body and can ascertain its 
consistency; and thus distinguish cystic from solid mass. 
Above all. there is no radiation hazard and it is nontraumatic to 
the patient. 

Ultrasound has many varied applications from the differen- 
tiation between cystic and solid known-thyroid and abdominal 
lesions to the gestation age and number of fetus within a 
pregnant uterus. 

The ultrasound laboratory is presently staffed by LCDR J. 
Kleefield, MC, USNR. HM1 Pat SpeiceandHMl Pam Fer- 
gus.

RADIATION THERAPY 

The new CO 60 unit was acquired in 1973 to provide this 
medical center with the capability of treating deep cancerous 
tumors. The staff consists of LCDR D. Karp, MC, USN. as 
head of the branch, LCDR A. Rao, as staff radiotherapist, and 
LCDR T. Stefanakos, as nuclear physicist. Miss Lee Miller, 
an X-ray therapy technologist, administers the treatments. 

The unit has proven itself to be quite versatile and has lived 
up to all expectations. Doctors who wish to initiate treatment 
of their patients are encouraged to consult with either Doctors 
Karp or Rao, ext. 2159. 

Also in the radiation therapy section, an orthovoltage unit is 
available for the treatment of superficial skin tumors, utilizing 
conventional high energy X rays.

NUCLEAR MEDICINE BRANCH 

The Nuclear Medicine Branch of the Radiology Service is 
located between radiation therapy and the urology service. 

.The in vitro portion of the branch is located in the Clinical 
Laboratory in the old special chemistry room. C'DR James 
Winebright. MC. LISNR. is head of this branch. The clinical 
mission of the Nuclear Medicine Branch is twofold: 

— The use of labeled radionuclide tracers for diagnostic 
imaging and scanning: and 

— In vitro radio inmmuno assays (RIA's). 

The equipment in this branch is some of the most sophisti- 
cated in the hospital. It is not the purpose of this introduction 
to explain the function of the equipment: however, briefly, it 
consists of a gamma camera, a dual 5 inch and a 3 inch single 
probe rectilinear scanner, a computer linked to the gamma 
camera for data analysis and storage and a 300 sample automa- 
tic gamma counter. The department performs some 300 scans 
and 3.600 in vitro studies per month. 

In addition to its clinical mission, the Nuclear Medicine 
Branch is charged with the 8-month clinical portion of the 
1-year course of instiuction for nuclear medicine technologists 
leading to certification by the American Registry of Radiologic 
Technologists in Nuclear Medicine. 

The newest addition to the department is Mr Dennis Hon- 
ey church who recently earned a Masters of Science degree in 
Radiopharmacy at the University of Southern California. Mr 
Honeychurch compounds radiopharmaceuticals for clinical 
use at u.great savings over prepackaged retail sets.

Since I’ve been out of Service 
three years, I wonder if I can still 
apply for disability compensation 
from the Veterans Administration? 

A — Yes. There is no deadline 
lor veterans to file claims for 
Service-connected disabilities.

Don’t Go Up 
In Smoke 

With Carelessness 


Hospitals do not experience many 
high-loss fires. However, the fre- 
quency of low-loss nuisance fires is 
higher than available statistics indi- 
cate. 

Ihe cause of the majority of hospi- 
tal fires is little different from that for 
other industrial complexes. A survey 
of 75 Massachusetts hospitals re- . 
vealed that most Tires are attributable 
to the careless use of smoking materi- 
als. Patients visitors are often of- 
fenders. Workmen, not employees of 
the hospital, contribute heavily to the 
hazard. Nurses' lounges were found 
to be common areas for the waste- 
basket-type fire.

Until August 15 to learn 
SHOROC language? 

Talk about blue Mondays! July 14 dawned gray for many 
supervisors and Chiefs of Services w hen LT Bill Joseph threw 
a couple of new acronyms into a briefing. SHORESTAMPS 
and SHOROC 

SHORESTAMPS means Shore Requirements, Standards 
and Manpower System. It is meant to be a linkage between 
operation capability and manpower requirements for the on- 
shore Navs Proven engineering principles back it. 

SHOROC is simply a means for carrying out SHORE- 
STAMPS It deals with task identification, which will be coded 
inloareport for the Chief of Naval Operations. One element of 
the study differs from most Navy surveys; this one is all 
inclusive, including both military and civilians. It analyzes the 
total requirements to get a job done. 

The staffing study is to include four detailed areas, they 
relate to mission, function, capability requirements and tasks 
performed Each service is charged with making the evalua- 
tions and reporting in a form which can be tallied by the 
computers And the deadline for the tally is August 15. Which 
means certain personnel are given one month to learn a new 
language. 

It was at this point in the briefing that audible groans arose, 
and it would have been an appropo time to pass around a few 
pain killers The survey is very important. Each task area must 
be defined specifically or it can mean that NRMCO might find 
itself coming up short in the number of doctors or secretaries 
or square feet of space or funds to carry on certain duties. 

Although the immensity of the job at first struck a woeful 
response, on analysis of the study requirements, it is apparent 
that the chores are not as difficult as at first glance. One. Tw o. 
Three Four. 

A mission might be defined as public relations, education, or 
health care or whatever. Suppose, for example, that it is the 
Outpatient Service reporting. Their mission is patient care, 
their nonorganizational function is to render outpatient care, 
the requirement capability need is for 24-hour. 7-day per week 
care, with perhaps a limiting parameter of 7.000 patients 
weekly When the tasking is completed, it will help with re- 
source planning as well as help set staffing standards of high 
quality. 

Today nearly every one, especially the military . understands 
that TAD means temporary additional duty. Come August 15 
there are going to be many folk around who understand the 
SHOROC language of the computer. They w ill be able to look 
at

and know instantly that it means that the Commissioned Offi- 
cers Mess (Open) is tasked to devote 85 hours per week to the 
serv ing of 9.000 persons. 

As simple as that! 

To doctors w ho have survived 8 years of medical school and 
numerous Latin courses. SHOROC should become mere 
challenge 

It is predicted that come August 18. after completion of the 
deadline, personnel around here will wake up to a joyful, not 
gray Monday. The SHORESTAMPS mission will have been 
completed.

Philip Carey, the heroin "Of Human Bondage," by W. Somerset Maugham, was 
born with a club foot. At 14, Philip became a Christian and he decided that if he 
believed strongly enough and prayed long enough, the Lord would heal his foot. So 
he believed and he prayed and set a date for the miracle. The night before the date he 
had set for healing, he said a prayer naked to please God. He went to sleep with 
confidence and woke up the next morning filled with joy and gratitude. "His first 
instinct was put down his hand and feel the foot which was whole now. but to do this 
seemed to doubt the goodness of God. He knew that his foot was well. But at last he 
made up his mind, and with the toes ofhis right foot he just touched his left. Then he 
passed his hand over it.

MSC Chief pays 
friendly visit 

When the Chief of all the Medical 
Service Corps comes to town, it may 
mean that the place shines a little bright- 
er. Or that whites are declared the un- 
iform of the day. However, when that 
Chief is CAPT Albert J. Schwab, there 
is no panic. "At ease" still prevails. 

Captain Schwab’s visit was infor- 
mally scheduled, and although there 
was a reception in his honor, the de- 
clared purpose was a "friendly visit." 
In an afternoon’s meeting with the 
Corps, he again reported that both the 
Nurse Corps and Dental Corps are in 
exceptionally good shape. Forthe Med- 
ical Corps, recruiting under the incen- 
tive pay has been so successful that 
there was an underestimate of posi- 
tions; thus some 100 applicants could 
not be accepted. 

Reviewing the Washington scene 
with the doctors, the Chief of the Corps 
advised that the physicians' assistants 
billets have been cut in half and the var- 
iable incentive pay is "under the gun " 
by Congress. He noted that the Hospi- 
tal Corps has raised its reenlistment rate 
from 16 to 31 percent, but there remains 
a lack of senior qualified petty officers. 
Further, he reported that unfortunately 
some ofthe training programs in nursing 
have been wiped out. 

Projecting a bit into the future, 
CAPT Schwab suggested that he would 
not be at all surprised to soon see 
Lieutenant Commanders at the helm of 
our smaller hospitals. By way of ex- 
panded opinion, he said. "In no way do 
1 see how HEW (Health. Education &. 
Welfare Department) can argue th.it it is 
cheaper to put someone under 
C H A M PU S at $ 1 76 a day rather than in 
a Naval Hospital at $132.

Supervisors briefed on performance ratings 


The performance rating plan in effect at this center 
for civilian employees GS-1 1 and below was explained 
in detail last week by Shirley Cober, Civilian personnel 
office. Supervisors of both civilian and military em- 
ployees were present. 

Work of employees is rated against the requirements 
of the particular position, and it is imperative that em- 
ployees be informed fully of the requirement standards 
they are expected to meet in doing the work assigned. 

Three levels 

For the Navy . levels of performance are expressed as 
"Satisfactory," “Outstanding" or “Unsatisfactory." 
Outstanding and unsatisfactory ratings are rare, mainly 
for the reason that in the first ull aspects of performance 
must exceed normal requirements and be outstanding, 
and the rating implies a sustained exceptional level 
Before an unsatisfactory rating may be given at a close 
of a period, the employee must have been notified in 
writing 90 days before such a ratingof his failure to meet 
minimum requirements under specific guidelines. The 
employee thus has a chance to improve performance. 

Period covered 

The present rating period is from May 1974 through 


June 30, 1975. and factors involved include quality - 
quantity and adaptability, which includes personal ap- 
proaches toward the work and w ork environment. Cart 
here is taken to insure that a supervisor’s social, cul- 
tural and religious philosophies are not confused with 
attitudes directly related to duties on the job. 

There are detailed guidelines for the preparation of 
the ratings and for evaluating the supervisor’s perfor-i 
mance in relation to EEO objective and goals underthe 
Medical Center’s affirmative action plans. Opportunity 
for appeals on performance ratings are provided under 
the rules. 

Rating board 

The rater has responsibility to a reviewer, and there 
is a Performance Rating Board which, when desig- 
nated, provides an impartial review and decision an 
appealed performance ratings. Those members of t* 11 
rating board for this command are: LCDR C. DeKrtJ- 
Chairman.

Supervisors given practical 
approach toward EEO goals 


“ Affirmative action” as defined in 
the 1975 Affirmative Action Plan is 
positive action taken by management 
with the intent to bring about meaning- 
ful changes. In the August 7 meeting 
with military and civilian supervisors, 
Mr. Weldon Miles, the Deputy Equal 
Employment Opportunity Officer, 
sought to better acquaint the staff with 
laws as they relate to equal employ- 
ment. He stressed, however, that laws 
cannot cover the attitudes of discrimi- 
nation that sometimes creep in. In such 
areas, he said. ”We must all search our 
souls for answers.” 

“Remember that discriminatory be- 
havior is as improper when it is not in- 
tended as when it is. and the appearance 
can be as important as the reality." 

Selection of candidates 

The Deputy EEO Officer pointed out 
that the initial job interview is probably 
the first place where supervisors can 
directly try to avoid discrimination. He 
gave guidelines that positive aspects of 
interviewing relate to the job, its duties 
and responsibilities, our hospital's mis- 
sion and programs, and opportunities 
for growth. The individual's qualifica- 
tion. experience, education and abilities 


are the paramount issue, and not the 
applicant's marital status, living ar- 
rangements, religion or philosophy and 
so forth. 

Composition of work force 

Naval Regional Medical Center is 
composed of about 770 civilian emp- 
loyees and 1.470 active duty military 
personnel. Among the civilians, ap- 
proximately 60 per cent are non- 
minority; 35 per cent are Black; 3.3 per 
cent Spanish; and 2.2 per cent. Orien- 
tal. There are some 56 civilian super- 
visors ranging from GS-4 pay scale to 
GS-13. Within the group total there are 
14 Blacks, no Spanish and no Orientals as 
supervisors. The highest ranking minor- 
ity civilian supervisor is GS-9 grade. 

Challenge 

“We must ask ourselves." Mr. Miles 
said, “if there is anything that can be 
done about this situation? ... If equal 
employment opportunity is to become a 
reality for the entire work force at 
NRMC. and I firmly believe it can, I 
would like to ask that we all join in rear- 
ranging our priorities and that together 
we concentrate our efforts toward mak- 
ing NRMC a nondiscriminatory model 
for all medical centers throughout the 
USA!”

Retired F’ay Inversion Measure Gets Conference Committee Approval 

A legislative measure which would eliminate the retired pay inversion problem 
has received approval from congressional conferees working out House and Senate 
differences in the military procurement bill. If signed into law, the amendment w ill 
ensure that personnel who have retired or transferred to the Fleet Reserve since 
Jan. I, 1971, and those who retire or transfer in the future will not receive less 
retirement pay than if they had retired or transferred at an earlier date. No back pay 
will be made in any case.

Medical library 
offers Uniterm index

A simple system for storing, indexing 
and retrieving reprints or pamphlets is cur- 
rently displayed on the bulletin board in the 
Medical Library, axvm 3-4-6. building 500. 

The Uniterm Coordinated Index Sys- 
tem was developed by the Medical Lib- 
rarian in 1972 and is in use in several clinics 
and numerous individual collections. In- 
terns w ho have adapted the system to their 
private reprint files say it meets their needs 
well. The system uses ordinary office sup- 
plies. requires a minimum of processing, 
and provides both flexibility and precision 
in the orderly organization of small items of 
information for later retrieval. When a file 
reaches a size of 3. (XX) it is no longer feasi- 
ble for optical scanning and may be com- 
puterized. 

The procedure allow s the user to code a 
reprint, using any number of subject, au- 
thor or other terms related to his particular 
interests; to file the reprint in numerical 
order; and to retrieve it using the index 
cards show ing his terms. Similar systems 
have proved successful for the large techni- 
cal report collection of the Naval Post- 
graduate School in Monterey, and for the 
Air Force correspondence control pro- 
gram.

Spooky wonderful — 

Metal with a memory 
has medical potential 

(excerpted from All Hands) 

On the scientific front. Nitinol, the metal that 
reshapes itself to its original form, is an alloy disco- 
vered and developed at the U.S. Naval Ordnance 
Laboratory. I he Navy s Technology Transfer 
Program now has made its research available to the 
civilian community. Ii has offered Navy research 
and development tor translation into nonmilitary 
uses. 

In medicine, for instance, the potential is mind- 
boggling. 

One problem in setting a broken bone, for ex- 
ample. is that of ensuring intimate contact between 
the tw o halves of the break. It there is a gap between 
the ends, the bone may knit, but not as well as it 
would had the ends been in complete contact. Here 
is where Nitinol might help. A piece of the material, 
its memory set to react to body temperature, is 
cooled to 50° F . and is fastened to the two halves of 
the bone across the gap. As the metal warms, its 
memory pulls the bone ends together correctly, 
something even the skilled hands of the surgeon may 
find difficult.” 

I hat is only one of the astounding applications of 
the metal. It is not at all farfetched that if a car fender 
gets crumpled, if it is made of the alloy you may be 
able to straighten it out with a blowtorch. 

I he discovery of Nitinol was a chance happening 
in the field of research. Maybe not tomorrow or next 
year, but in the sometime future, perchance Navy’s 
research will be serving you and me. 

Problem solvers these?

Wills will not change 
VA insurance beneficiary 

The Veterans Administration has noted that con- 
trary to a misconception held by many, wills cannot 
change beneficiaries named on life insurance 
policies issued by the agency. 

The problem of insurance benefits going to unin- 
tended recipients has arisen in most instances be- 
cause the veteran simply never got around to chang- 
ing an earlier listing of beneficiaries, according to 
the Veterans Administration. 

In a typical case, the veteran named his mother as 
beneficiary when he took out his policy. Later, 
when he married, he forgot to notify VA to change 
his beneficiary. 

The Veterans Administration urges any veteran 
who wishes to check on or change his beneficiary to 
contact the VA insurance center to which he pays 
his premiums — either in Philadelphia or St. Paul. 
The veteran should be sure to provide as much 
information as possible, including policy number 
and full name and address.

The nation's third GI Bill education program en- 
tered its 10th year recently. Vietnam veterans’ par- 
ticipation surpasses both the World War II bill and 
Korean Conflict programs. 

Nearly six million men and women have received 
some form of training under the Veterans Read- 
justment Benefits Act of l%6. This represents 53 
per cent of the total veteran population during this 
period. 

Only 51 percent of eligible veterans participated 
in the World War II program during its 12 year 
existence. The Korean Conflict GI Bill remained in 
effect 12‘/2 years with a 43 per cent participation 
rate. 

The current G I Bill went into effect June 1 . 1966, 
and provided eligibility for both post-Korean vete- 
rans and those with service during the Vietnam era. 

Of 7.5 million Vietnam-era veterans eligible for 
training under the GI Bill. 4.4 million — or 59 per 
cent — had been enrolled as the program concluded 
its ninth year. 

The Vietnam era during which servicemen and 
women could earn eligibility for certain wartime 
benefits began Aug. 5, 1964, and was ended by 
Presidential proclamation May 7, 1975.

Some tires not 
safe at high speeds 

Here's, a note of caution that high priced tires aren't necessarily safe at 
high speeds in the 90 to 125 miles per hour range. According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration there have been a number of acci- 
dents and at least two recent deaths from tire failures at high speeds during 
police pursuits. 

The development of radial tires — which provide superior performance in 
many aspects of vehicle handling and durability — appears to have led some 
tire dealers and buyers to assume such tires are safe for high speed users. 

Law enforcement agencies, emergency units and others having need for 
high speed operations should specify on all purchase orders that they want 
special tires which are manufacturer-certified for the speeds intended. Spe- 
cially designed tires are required whether the tire is bias ply. belted bias or 
radial in its construction. 

•And lor the rest of us law-abiding citizens, most standard grade commer- 
cial tires will do. After all. the national speed limit is 55 miles per hour. 



Potatoes are 
nutritional bargains 

Potatoes do belong in weight reduction 
diets! There are only 93 calories in a 
baked potato, 2 1/2 inches in diameter, 
compared to 800 calories in a six or 
seven ounce piece of T-bone steak. The 
mistaken idea that potatoes are “fat- 
tening” is a myth that is passed on by 
those who are less informed about 
nutrition than they should be! 

A potato isn’t high in calories until all 
sorts of extra fats are piled onto them to 
“dress them up.” A small innocent baked 
potato becomes a 300-calorie monster 
when you add one tablespoon of butter 
and four tablespoons of sour cream to it! 
How about keeping that potato under 100 
calories by seasoning it with salt and 
pepper and lemon juice.

HONORS BESTOWED ON TEAM #8 

About 5 p.m. on April 23 a bus began 
loading at the entrance of Naval 
Regional Medical Center. The Com- 
manding Ofticer and Executive Officer 
stood by. As hospital corpsmen and doc- 
tors climbed aboard, a hush-hush of 
seriousness pervaded the atmosphere. 

Even the flag seemed to bow in 
reverence of the moment. 

An alert had gone out at 1 1 a.m. that a 
surgical team would be needed in the 
airlift of the Vietnamese refugees to 
Guam. At 12 noon many doctors and 
technicians had received notification of 
“Operation Frequent Wind”. At 1 p.m. 
confirmation was made, and at 5 p.m. a 
bus was leaving for Oakland In- 
ternational Airport with 17 or our own 
aboard. 

“Operation New Life”, the off-shoot of 
“Frequent Wind,” was established to 
receive and process refugees for en- 
trance into CONUS. On the 25th of 
April, families from Vietnam began 
arriving, about 250 per plane load. The 
Seabees had arrived on Guam first, but 
our Surgical Team #8 was the first 
medical team to arrive. Of course

sanitation, housing, feeding and medical 
screening of the new inhabitants of the 
“instant” cities were logistic feats to be 
accomplished. As quickly as possible, 
the 50,000 refugees (on the island at any 
one time) were being processed and sent 
on to the CONUS by the hard working 
crews. 

For the medical evacuation, trans- 
portation was perhaps one of the greatest 
problems to be overcome. The 
population to be cared for was scattered 
in many areas. There was “tin city” at 
Anderson AFB, and “tent city” at Orote 
Point — a Japanese WW1I airfield at the 
Naval Station. Most of the early evacuees 
were professional people. At one time 23 
Vietnamese generals were at Baragada 
Communication Station camp. Cases of 
measles and other communicable 
diseases were isolated in the Bachelor 
Civilian Quarters in Agana Heights. Our 
team was exceptionally fortunate in 
being housed at NRMC Guam quarters. 

Many problems were eased con- 
siderably when some 20 Vietnamese in- 
terpreters were assigned to assist the

OPENS AT MOFFETT 


Moffett’s new three million dollar 
Medical/Dental Complex opened for 
business Wednesday, September 24. 

Ceremonies were held outside the 
front door of the new complex located 
just outside the main gate across the 
street from the Navy Lodge. 

Begun on May 8, 1973, the two-story, 
48,000 square foot structure replaces the 
old Dispensary and Dental Building that 
was erected as one of the station’s 
original buildings in 1933. 

The medical portion of the building 
contains 22 doctors’ offices (most with 
two adjacent examining rooms for more 
efficient patient flow), three well equip- 
ped X-ray rooms, greatly expanded 
pharmacy and lab spaces, three eye 
examining rooms, emergency, cast and 
treatment rooms. Additionally, there are 
physical therapy, eye, ear, nose and 
throat, and proctology spaces. 

The Naval Regional Dental Center 
San Francisco, Branch Dental Facility at 
NAS Moffett Field, portion of the new 
facility will be somewhat smaller than 
Medical’s with about 12, (XX) square feet 
allotted.

For shame! Base tenants 
use 20-40% more energy 

A recent study by the Federal Energy Administration 
indicates that tenants who do not pay their own utility 
bills use 20 to 40 per cent more electricity than those 
who do. 

Service personnel living off base know what the 
energy crisis is costing them in dollars each time they 
pay a utility bill. Those living on base do not have these 
bills to pay but should be just as concerned about 
utility bills. 

With the cost of electricity and natural gas 
skyrocketing, service funds allocated a year ago to 
cover utility bills are not enough to pay today’s bills. 
This could result in severe restrictions on utilities 
usage and reduction of services and benefits available 
to residents of on base housing. 

In fact, one unified command has already been for- 
ced to impose power outages in family housing areas 
for approximately 2 hours per week. 

Almost 20 per cent of all the energy consumed in the 
U.S. is used in households. That includes about one- 
third of all the electricity used in our nation. More than 
half of the energy used in homes goes into heating an 
cooling; heating water takes about 15 per cent; lighting 
takes about 16 per cent; cooking, refrigeration, and 
operating appliances account for the rest. What may 
appear to be a small savings in a service household 
can add up to sizeable savings for a base and for the 
Nation.

President pushes 
for suggestions 

President Ford, in recent messages to 
agency heads and to Federal civilian and 
military personnel, announced that a 
special cost reduction campaign will be 
conducted within the framework of the 
Government awards program during the 
remainder of calendar year 1975. 

The President called on agencies to 
“ . . . find special ways to encourage 
and to recognize those whose efforts 
result in significant cost savings.” He has 
demonstrated his personal interest by 
stating he will sign letters of ap- 
preciation to those individuals whose 
contributions result in benefits of $5,000 
or more. This recognition, which ex- 
presses the President’s personal ap- 
preciation for outstanding contributions 
(suggestions, inventions and special 
achievements) is in addition to any 
monetary or honorary awards that have 
been granted by agencies under existing 
authority. 

JAWS nightmare? 

The movie JAWS will have two 
showings on October 1. Even before at- 
tending and going home for the usual 
nightmares, remember that common 
“shark sense” could save your life. (Con- 
dition before attending.) 

The b 00 k Sharks and Survival , 
published by D. C. Heath and Company, 
Lexington, Mass., offers some specific 
tips for swimmers, divers, surfers, fisher- 
men, pleasure boatmen and professional 
mariners: 

If sharks are known to be in the area, 
stay out of the water. 

Always swim with a companion. Do 
not become a lone target for attack by 
swimming away from the general area 
occupied by a group of swimmers. 

Avoid swimming at night or in ex- 
tremely turbid or dirty water where un- 
derwater visibility is very poor. Do not 
wear bright contrasting colors. 

Remain calm when a shark is sighted. 
Leave the water as quickly as possible. 

Since blood attracts and excites 
sharks, do not enter or remain in the 
water with a bleeding wound. 

Should an attack occur, control 
hemorrhage as quickly as possible — even 
before the victim reaches shore. If the 
wound is serious, it should be treated by 
a physician at once. 

Remove all speared fish from the 
water immediately; do not tow them in a 
bag or on a line cinched to the waist. 

As rule, a shark will circle its intended 
victim several times; get into a boat or 
out of the water as quickly as possible af- 
ter sighting a circling shark, before it has 
time to make an aggressive “pass.” Use a 
rhythmic beat with the feet and do not 
make an undue disturbance in the water 
as you move toward the boat or the 
shore. 

Sharks are attracted far greater distan- 
ces by low frequency vibrations than by 
the smell of blood.

On Sunday, October 5, at Treasure 
Island, many of those same stars re- 
created a plain ole radio broadcast 
called "Command Performance.” It 
brought back many echoes of Treasure 
Island, World Fair Days, 1939. 

Chief George Canning, Recreational 
Services, says he was about 15 years old 
then and remembers well often picking 
up five cases of coke bottles at the fair 
and thus being assured a return pass. He 
made it to Treasure Island by ferry then. 

In those days Command Performance 
was broadcast from T.I. as one of the 
most popular shows heard on the Armed 
Forces Radio. 

The Armed Forces radio was officially 
started in 1942 designed to give ser- 
vicemen a touch of home and to combat 
Axis Sally and Tokyo Rose. The 1975

Some 
2,000 refugees and American evacuees 
were taken aboard. 

LCDR C. R. Dahl, MC, USNR, and 
ENS David Becker, NC, USNR, together 
with their backup corpsmen, put in 28 
hours unabated at the time of the original 
screening.

Malaria, 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever and parasitic 
infestation were the major disorders en- 
countered.

The intensive, quality program is 
designed for active people interested in 
career advancement in administration, 
regardless of undergraduate degrees 
held. The VA-approved seminars are 
taught every third weekend by regular 
graduate faculty from the School of 
Business of SIU Edwardsville. 

The program started here in 1974 after 
LT Ivan Howard became so enthusiastic 
about the training he was receiving, 
under a similar one at Travis Air Force 
Base, that he helped bring the program 
here. At present there are 25 persons 
enrolled in the MBA course. A mid-year 
course will be offered in health care ad- 
ministration. Future announcements will 
be made concerning that course. 

Eight persons who started here in the 
fall of 1974 will receive MBA degrees in 
February 1976. They are CAPT Arthur 
T. Harley, USAF, Albany; CDR John A. 
Smith, Jr., Naval Supply Center, 
Oakland; LCDR Lowell H. Kallen, MC, 
USN, San Francisco; LT Earl K. Mack, 
Jr., MSC, USN, NRMCO; LT Victor G. 
Matl, MSC, USNR, NRMCO; LT Gerald 
L. Nordland, USN, Naval Air Station, 
Alameda; LTJG John D. Zarkowsky, 
MSC, USNR, NRMC Oakland. 

Naval Regional Medical Center 
Oakland is the first naval base to offer 
the SIU off-campus program. A similar 
one is now being offered at San Diego’s 
Coronado base. 


Reserve retirement 
points explained 

WASHINGTON, D C. (NAVNEWS). . . An unofficial surve\ 
of enlisted reservists with less than six years of service shows tha 
few understand the value of their potential retirement benefits or 
how to compute them. Following is an explanation of the 
retirement point system and how a monthly retirement payment of 
age 60 is calculated. 

Reservists with 20 years duty qualify for retirement benefits 
Every Reservist accumulates “points” as he or she serves. Fifteen 
points are awarded annually simply for being enrolled in the 
Reserves. An additional point is given for each four-hour drill 
period attended. However, the maximum number of automatic 
and drill attendance points that can be applied to retirement pa^ 
for any year is 60. In addition, one point is also given for each da-, 
of “summer camp” (ADT) attended during the year. 

Additional points can be accumulated for attendance at special 
courses, conferences, and active duty assignments in addition to 
the normal two-week active duty tour.’ 

A Reservist needs at least 60 points a year to have the year 
counted as “good.” Twenty “good” years are required to qualif, 
for retirement pay. 

Reservists can accumulate annual retirement points by any of 
the following methods: attendance at drills (48); annual active 
duty training (15); automatic (15); one point for every dav of 
original six-month obligation (180). A full-time reservist should 
accumulate 75 retirement points annually towards the 1624.5 
points needed to retire. Retirement pay equals total points x.025 x 
base pay while on active duty divided by 360.

JURY DUTY 

Recent inquiries have again surfaced an 
old problem area: Active duty naval per- 
sonnel being called — by subpoena, summons 
or otherwise — for jury duty by local or state 
authorities. JAG addressed this matter as 
long ago as 1938, and has provided the 
following guidance to commands where per- 
sonnel have been summoned for jury duty. 

“The maintenance of an Armed Force for 
the purpose of national defense is a necessary 
governmental function with which a State 
may not interfere. Individual members of the 
Armed Forces serving on active duty are per- 
forming a governmental function when they 
discharge their military duties, and to compel 
such a member to engage in any activity 
which would require him to be absent from 
his military post would constitute an in- 
terference with that function. Active duty in 
the armed services involves a full-time com- 
mitment to the Federal Government. Ac- 
cordingly, a service member on active duty 
may not be required to serve on jury duty."

DoD seeks leave 
policy change 

The Department of Defense has sub- 
mitted a legislative proposal to Congress 
to amend the law governing payments for 
unused leave. It is DOD’s intent that 
leave be used for the purpose intended, a 
break from work in order to improve 
performance and motivation. 

The proposed amendments would 
limit cumulative payment for unused ac- 
crued leave to no more than 60 days for 
an entire military career. Leave paid for 
prior to the effective date of enactment, 
however, would not count toward the 60- 
day total. 

Under current provisions, enlisted 
members are authorized lump-sum 
payment for up to 60 days of unused ac- 
crued leave upon discharge or 
retirement. Officers are normally paid 
for unused leave only once during their 
careers. Enlisted members, however, 
may be paid for up to 60 days unused ac- 
crued leave at the end of each enlist- 
ment. This could occur five or more 
times during a normal career. 

These payments are estimated at about 
$155 million for fiscal year 1975.

DoD says some refugees can serve in 
U.S. armed forces 


WASHINGTON, DC. (NAV- 
NEWS) . . . Some of the Cambodian 
and Vietnamese refugees may be eligible 
for military service in the United States 
armed forces, according to a Department 
of Defense announcement. 

Former Cambodian and Vietnamese 
sailors and soldiers who were trained by 
the U.S. military services and are deter- 
mined to be qualified on the basis of 
current standards may be given preferen- 
tial treatment when competing for enlist- 
ment slots. However, no evacuee is 
eligible until he is a permanent resident 
alien, a process which normally takes at 
least two years to attain. Evacuees 
without previous U.S. military training, 
but who have become permanent 
resident aliens, will have to compete for 
enlistment opening with other U.S. ap- 
plicants. 

The Navy does not expect any im- 
mediate effects due to the ruling. The 
maximum number of potentially eligible 
evacuees is between 6,000 and 8,000 and 
none would be able to qualify for a com- 
mission unless they first became U.S. 
citizens; the residency requirement 
needed to qualify for enlistment will take 
several years. 

By giving enlistment preference to in- 
dividuals already U.S. trained, trained 
individuals could be acquired at 
minimum cost to the government.

CHAMPUS Corner 


Deadline for filing 
1974 claims nears 


Beneficiaries of the Civilian Health 
and Medical Program of the Uniformed 
Services (CHAMPUS) should be awar- 
that December 31, 1975 is the deadlin 
for filing claims for medical care ser 
vices and supplies provided during 
calendar year 1974. 

CHAMPUS officials are concerned 
that many beneficiaries may not knov. 
about this deadline. They point out that c 
claim for services or supplies received 
during 1974 will not be considered if it is 
filed after the last day of 1975. 

A similar deadline will be in effect in 
the future. It will be the last day of the 
calendar year following the calendar 
year in which the services and supplies 
are received. For example, claims for 
services and supplies received during 
1975 will have to be sent in no later than 
December 31, 1976. 

Although CHAMPUS beneficiaries 
have until the end of this year to file 
claims for services and supplies 
provided during 1974, they are advised 
not to wait until then to get them in. 

“If you delay preparing and filing a 
claim until the last minute, something 
unexpected might happen to prevent you 
from getting it in the mail in time to be 
considered for payment,” one CHAM- 
PUS official points out. 

A CHAMPUS beneficiary who has 
received services or supplies during 197-1 
from a civilian source who has agreed to 
submit a claim directly to CHAMPUS 
should check with that source if he is not 
sure that a claim has been submitted 
The civilian source should be reminded 
about the December 31, 1975 deadline, 
and if he cannot file the claim by that 
date, the beneficiary should make 
arrangements to file it himself.

MEDLINE BIBLIOGRAPHIC 
SERVICE AVAILABLE 

MEDLINE is a computer produced 
bibliographic search service designed by the 
National Library of Medicine to provide 
health professionals with rapid access to the 
journal literature of the most recent 3 years. 
The MEDLINE data base consists of 650,000 
citations from the 2,300 journals indexed for 
Index Medicus. It is available, without cost, to 
health professionals of the NRMC at the 
Medical Library, building 500, room 3-45-1. 

Citations of articles are retrieved from the 
data base for a specific request by the 
coordination of appropriate search terms. 
These terms are entered on a typewriter-like 
terminal which is connected to the National 
Library of Medicine’s computer via a 
telecommunications system called Tyma- 
share. Citations to articles that match the 
specific requirements are retrieved while the 
operator is at the terminal. These citations 
are printed immediately. The computer is 
used to best advantage when several subject 
terms are coordinated. 

In addition to the basic MEDLINE data 
base, three special files can be accessed 
through the system. These are BACKFILE, 
SDILINE and CANCERLINE. The BACK- 
FILE contains citations from 1969 through 
1972. SDILINE (Selective Dissemination of 
Information on-Line) offers the most recent 
month’s Index Medicus , Index to Dental 
Literature and International Nursing Index 
citations available for on-line computer 
searching. This file is available for printing 
bibliographies approximately one month 
before the corresponding issue of Index 
Medicus is published. CANCERLINE is the 
National Cancer Institute’s on-line data base 
of approximately 43.000 citations pertaining 
to cancer therapy and chemical, physical and 
viral carcinogenesis. 

Search request forms may be obtained at 
the library. Dispensary personnel may obtain 
search request form 12ND NRMCO 5220/2 
(2-75) from the library assistant at their 
respective dispensaries. MEDLINE demon- 
strations are given every weekday from 2 p.m. 
to 3 p.m. in room 3-45-1.

The following item originally appeared in STARS 
and STRIPES during the era between World II and 
Korea. It was attributed to an Army First Sergeant. 
He presented it at his retirement ceremony in 
Wiesbaden, Germany: 

So you’ve been crying about how much work 
you're doing. Never get any time off, eh? Well, 
let’s look at it this way. 

There are 365 days in a year. You are entitled 
to 30 days leave and have the privilege of a 
three-day pass about every six weeks. That's a 
total of 56 days, leaving 309 days. 

There are approximately 16 National holidays 
and 104 Saturdays and Sundays. That narrows 
the balance to 189 days. You sleep approximately 
eight hours a day and spend another eight off 


duty. That takes up another 125 days of your year 
and leaves Uncle Sammy with 63 days. 

If you take an hour a day for coffee, cokes, and 
incidentals, that’s 15 days a year. Only 48 left. 52 
half work days a year are set aside for physical 
training and information and education lectures. 
The balance is now 22 days. 

Of these 22 days, 12 are pay days, and you 
know how much you get done then. That leaves 10 
days. 

Statistics show that the average person spends 
2 days a year in the dental clinics and 7 days 
undergoing medical treatment. That narrows it 
down to one day. And brother, if you can't figure 
how to goof off for one day a year, you're hurting.

Chaplain Corps observes bicentennial birthday

LCDR DENIS CASEY, CHC, USNR — The commanders of the ships of the thirteen 13 
United Colonies were admonished ‘‘to take care that divine service be performed twice 
a day on board, and a sermon preached on Sundays.” At Naval Regional Medical Cen- 
ter chapels that directive is being fulfilled. 


The Continental Congress saw no con- 
tradiction in providing for divine services for 
men in military service. Although the found- 
ing lathers insisted that religion take no 
direct part in the governing process, they 
were equally insistent that religion is in- 
dispensable in the maintenance of republican 
institutions. 

The Chaplain Corps of the United States is 
now 2(X) years old. Along with the Marine 
Corps, the Navy and many other services and 
the Nation itself, it has earned the right to ob- 
serve a 2(X)th milestone. 

Many people find it easy to justify the 
chaplain of "Praise the Lord and pass the am- 
munition' tame, but some question. Why 
retain chaplains in times of peace? 

On the occasion of the Bicentennial of our 
Navy Chaplain Corps, the same reason that 
motivated the Continental Congress in form- 
ing the Corps still rings true: "CLERGYMEN 
IN UNIFORM CALLED BY GOD ARE 
NEEDED TO MINISTER TO PEOPLE IN 
THE MILITARY COMMUNITY!" 

In accord with that belief. Naval Regional 
Medical Center, Oakland, presently has eight 
chaplains. We introduce them; and wish them 
"Happy Birthday."

LT WILLIAM H. CAREY, CHC, USNR— A 
chaplain is a clergyman in uniform. 
Regulations wisely do not specify his 
duties, except that he must “discharge 
the duty of a chaplain by doing and per- 
forming all manner of Things pertaining 
thereto.” A military chaplain in a hospital 
such as NRMCO is more than a 
clergyman in uniform. He ministers to the 
fears and misgivings of those with doubts 
as well as schrapnel-torn bodies. 
Sometimes he merely sits and listens. 




CDR L. WAYNE RUSHING, CHC, USN — A 
clergyman (chaplain) is, first and 
foremost, a person called by God. In the 
military service he ministers to God’s 
people, being formally authorized to do 
so. 



LT VIVIAN P. MCFADDEN, CHC, 
USNR — After 1841, no longer could a per- 
son apply to get a berth on a ship as 
“Purser, Clerk or Chaplain.” It then 
became official that chaplains be or- 
dained. 





LCDR EUGENE P. WINTERFELD, CHC 
USN — A chaplain contributes his talent 
whether he serves on a Combined 
Federal Campaign or sits on a minority 
affairs board. He may give premarital ad 
vice, help settle a family dispute, talk to a 
wayward child, help sober a drunk or 
counsel a dry-drug user.

The 
extra receptacle is for a ninth candle which is 
used to light the others.

Social Security rales will increase January I 

The maximum amount of earnings a year that count for social security will increase to 
515,300 on Jan I. 1976. Also, the amount that a beneficiary can earn and still get all his social 
security checks will increase to $2,760, up from $2,520. 

Booklet lists winter park events 

Winter Activities in the National Park System is a booklet available for 50c from Consumer 
Information, Dept. 64, Pueblo, Col. 81(X)9. It tells about parks that offer cross-country ski 
tours, ice skating, ice lishing and boating and overnight facilities, 
lax law change applicable to active duly personnel 

The 4-year period which provides for reinvestment of profit in a new residence before 
having to report an income tax capital gain is applicable to only those on active duty. Per- 
sonnel retiring or leaving active service have only I year from the time of sale of their old 
residence to purchase a new home before having to declare the profit as a capital gain.

The Nursing In-Service Education Com- 
mittee will present ‘Oak Knoll Symposium” 
on Friday, December 12, in the Clinical 
Assembly.

Many Vets eligible HOPE 

for second Gl loans (Continued from page 1) 


The Veterans Housing Act of 1974 relaxed 
restrictions on reinstating loan eligibility, ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1975. Previously, loan benefits 
could be restored only for "compelling 

reasons." 

This requirement was eliminated by the 
new law, permitting the VA to restore loan 
benefits whenever the property has been 
disposed ot and the GI home loan paid in 
full. 

Almost 4.6 million veterans have paid their 
loans in full, and thus could qualify for loan 
restoration if they dispose of the property 
which secured their loans. 

The VA guarantees up to a maximum of 
$17,500 of home loans made by private lend- 
ers to eligible military service personnel and 
veterans of World War II and later periods. 

Veterans who used their benefits before 
Dec. 31, 1974, may have additional en- 
titlement. Veteran’s maximum home loan 
benefits were raised from $4,000 to $7,500 in 
1950, to $12,500 in 1968, and to $17,500 in 
1974. The amount of additional eligibility 
would be the difference between the present 
$17,500 maximum and the amount of en- 
titlement used on prior home loans. 

Complete loan information may be ob- 
tained at any VA regional office or from 
representatives of local veterans organiza- 
tions.

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Apply now for 
summer jobs 

The 1976 summer jobs announcement has 
been released by the Civil Service Com- 
mission. The announcement covers most oc- 
cupations in grades GS-1 through GS-5, and 
is used to fill temporary positions during the 
period beginning May 13 and ending Sep- 
tember 30. 

The minimum age requirement is 18, ex- 
cept for high school graduates (who are at 
least 16). 

A written test is required, and applications 
received by December 12 will be scheduled 
for testing during the month of January 1976. 
Applicants applying by January (6 will be 
scheduled in February 1976. 

Sons and daughters of Naval personnel 
(both civilian and military) may be appointed 
to positions within the Navy from this 
examination if there are no other applicants 
available for appointment with the same or 
higher ratings. They are normally not eligible 
for summer jobs within the Navy under the 
summer programs. 

There are always more applicants than 
jobs. It is important to file early. 

All aliens must 
register in January 

Aliens serving in the U.S. Armed Forces 
and relatives of Service members who are not 
citizens but residents of the U.S. and its 
possessions are required to report their ad- 
dresses to the Attorney General during the 
month of January. 

Aliens temporarily absent from the United 
States during the month of January should not 
report their addresses but must do so within 
ten (10) days of return to the country. 

Appropriate cards for filing the report are 
available at all U.S. port offices during the 
month of January, and at the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service offices throughout 
the year. 

The completed, signed and stamped card 
may be dropped in any mail box . 

The immigration and Nationality Act 
provides serious penalties for willful failure 
to submit the report.

A ‘handicap’ 
is no handicap

It’s a long way from Iran to California, but 
Maria Mitchell has done a lot of traveling 
since her White Russian parents first showed 
her the light of day some 27 years ago. At the 
age of two the family emigrated from Egypt- 
to the United States through arrangements 
made by the British Government for young 
families with children. That was only the 
beginning. 

Maria is one of the very capable medical 
dictation transcriptionists in the Word 
Processing Branch. Naval Regional Medical 
Center. She is a happy wife and mother, an 
accomplished knitter, cook, bike rider, swim- 
mer, and. she is blind. They call it Retinitis 
pigmentosa, but Maria has refused to allow 
her lack of sight to limit her in enjoying a 
rich, full, productive life. She is not un- 
mindful of her parents’ wisdom in helping her 
find that zest for living. 

Public school was attempted and the first 
year was completed. Then the books had 
rather large print. Since her condition was 
worsening, and the print in the second reader 
was smaller, it was decided to send Maria to 
the California School for the Blind in 
Berkeley. In second grade she began to learn 
braille; by fourth grade she had learned to 
type well. 

In learning medical transcribing she had an 
"educated perfectionist tutor" who instilled 
in her the determination to do the job right. 
After 4 months' trial period at NRMCO, 
Maria was able to measure up to the standard 
set for production and accuracy and in ad- 
dition has mastered two power typing 
systems. Admittedly the transition was dif- 
ficult. According to her supervisors, there is 
nothing that she has been given that she has 
not learned to do well. 

She makes her home in Hayward with her 
airline mechanic inspector husband, kin- 
dergarten son. one cat. two rabbits, one 
rooster and ten hens. Maria and her two 
“Franks” are seasoned travelers, having been 
to Australia, England, Germany, Holland. Fiji 
and Canada, as well as to many of the states 

Why does she work? Why do we climb 
mountains? . . . sometimes merely to prove 
that we can! Life, says, Maria, is for living, 
not existing; for helping, not being helped 
“...for only in giving can we experience 
the value in nondependence and merit 
respect of others.” 

Maria has earned that respect.

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CHRISMONS DECORATE ST. LUKE’S CHAPEL 


For two years now St. Luke’s Chapel 
of NRMCO has been beautified by a 
Chrismon tree, and last year the ladies of 
the chapel decided that the Chapel of 
Hope should have a tree also, decorated 
with Christian symbols. Approximately 
one hundred ornaments decorate the 
branches of each tree and each ornament 
has its own historical background. 

Chrismons (the name means CHRISt 
MONograms) proclaim Jesus Christ 
through the use of symbols. Some of 
these visible sign for the invisible truths 
of religious thought precede the 
historical life of Christ. Others were 
used by the Christ Himself and His 
disciples to describe His nature and 
mission. Over the years, still other sym- 
bols have been developed by Christian 
believers, a process which has continued 
right up to the present. Teachers and ar- 
tists and preachers attempt to lead, 


through the symbol, to a consideration of 
deeper ideas and truths. 

These symbols, which are in- 
terdenominational and the heritage of all 
Christians, are the elements of the 
Chrismons. Although a few ornaments on 
our trees utilize only one or two 
elements to present their message, most 
Chrismons combine several signs, sym- 
bols, pictures and types. Designs differ 
in the way that they unite the various 
elements so that each Chrismon presents 
its unique message. 

Mrs. John E. Thompson, the wife of 
the senior chaplain, and helpers from 
both the Catholic and Protestant chapel 
programs are responsible for making the 
Chrismons which decorate our trees. 
When you visit the chapels, you will find 
a printed explanation for all the 
Chrismons placed near the tree to help 
you understand and enjoy these beautiful 
symbols of the Christ.

At Sequoyah Road a Niagara Falls was 
cascading from the hills toward Moun- 
tain Boulevard.

The 
East Bay Municipal Utilities District and 
hospital engineers and mechanics 
devoted mutual expertise to the mending 
job post haste. 

And then as power returned, the force 
of the water returning to the pipes sent 
plumbers to critical areas on nearly all 
floors for overflow jobs. In Preventive 
Medicine the gush of power triggered the 
fire sprinklers and mop up crews went 
into action. “Water, water everywhere, 
nor any drop to drink.” 

Ah, civilization, how casually we take 
thee for granted. But not on December 9. 
1975!
